Ind Folly One Hundred More Will Be

NOT NEAR- ENOUGH HEARSES 


four Small Children Rescued by 


Workmen from a Basement. 


HAD BEEN THERE SINCE THE HOUSE CAVED 


The Total Loss of Life Over Three 
Hundred—Chicago Lends De- 
tective Aid. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 29.—The Business 
Men’s League this morning issued a state- 
ment to the country to the effect that the 
disaster will in no way interfere with the 
arrangements already made for the repub- 
lican convention or the housing and enter- 
tainment of the delegates. 

Despite the exaggerated stories that were 
given circulation during the hours immé- 
diately following the calamity, it should be 
now definitely known through the country 
that only a narrow strip across the Mill 
Creek valley was devastated and that the 
principal businéss portion of the city is 
unscratched. The damage to the structure 
in which the convention is to be held is 
much less than at first anticipated and will 
not exceed $1,500, and repairs can be com- 
pleted by the end of next week. 

None of the large hotels were injured in 


“any way and the section of the city that 


felt the brunt of the storm jncludes but a 
handful of houses that have been placed in 
the list of contingent extra accommoda- 
tions for visitors. More than nine-tenths of 
the houses so listed and covering a radius 
from half a mile to two miles west of the 
auditorium, are in a district entirely out- 
side the path of the storm. 
Eighty Inquests Held. 

Up to noon today Coroner Waite had held 
eighty inquests. In each case a stereotyped 
verdict setting forth the fact that deceased 
had come to his or her death by injuries re- 
ceived as the result of the tornado was re- 
turned. 


About the same number of bodies were. 


reviewed by the coroner in East St. Louis. 

Workmen working in the ruins of one of 
the tenements at Seventh and Rutger 
streets, where so much havoc was caused, 
heard an infant’s voice cry out: 

“Please don’t be so rough.’’ : 

An opening was quickly made in the de- 
bris above the spot where the voice issued, 
and through its depths a ten-year-old boy 
leading three girls about the same age ap- 
peared. -All were uninjured, although they 
were weak from hunger and confinement 


‘for nearly forty-eight hours. A, shout of 


joy went up from the crowd, and before 
the police could ascertain any names the 
little ones had been carried away. Some- 
body asked the little boy, as he was dis- 
appearing, how he came to be so lucky, and 
he piped in = childish accents: 

‘We just fell in a soft place.” 

General Manager E. P. Bryan, of the 
Terminal Association, announced at noon 
that all trains are running as usual over 
the eads bridgs and that the upper or pe- 
destrian roadway will be in shape for travel 
by Wednesday. He adds that the loss is 
not as great as at first reported and the 
total damage to buildings, rolling stock and 
bridge will not exceed $100,000. No fault in 
construction, but purely the frighiful veloe- 
ity of the wind at that particular point was 
responsible for the damage occasioned. 

East St. Louis is’ waking from its stupor 
of terror and things are beginning now to 
shape themselves to the amelioration of the 
condition of the afflicted and the preserva- 
tion of the property left after the work of 
the hurricane. 

A relief committee has been formed with 
an auxiliary woman/’s corps. Mwoney is 
being subscribed, the town 1s thoroughly 
policed with iocal constabulary and two 
companies of militia, streets are being 
cleared, homes made habitable and a fee- 
ble effort at being cheerful is being made 
by the townspeople. 

There are two companies of national 
guards in the city, one from Belleville, 
Company D, under Captain Rogers, arrived 
at 2 o’ciock this morning. A company 
from Greenville, under Captain Harris, ar- 
rived this morning. Thursday the latter 
body was at Birkner helping remove the 
dead and injured in that place to the coun- 
ty farm. 

About fifty extra policemen were sworn 
in by the chief, and these, with the regular 
Police torce and the militia, are ample to 
Suard ali the exposed property. 

Hundreds of homeless persons slept in the 
Open air last night. The public buildings 
were thrown open for the accommodation of 
the destitute, and these places were crowd- 
ed-to their capacity. Food for the hungry 
Was furnished liberally by citizens and 
keepers of restaurants in the neighborhood 
of these temporary shelters. 


The Loss About $10,000,000. 


The property lost in this city is growing. 
Bradstreet’s agency on figures obtained 
from reliable sources, reports that $10,000,- 
000 will amply cover the financial loss. It 
is reported, moreover, that Dun'‘s agency, 
of New York, denies the statement printed 
by the morning papers that it had placed 
the total destruction of property at $50,000,- 

The principal losses are in the district be- 
tween Russell and Chouteau avenues, Jef- 
ferson avenue and the river, and the story 
of the tornado is told more graphically that 
in words by the tables showing that in 
this stretch of territory alone no less than 
(,000 residences were either totally or par- 
tially damaged. 

The situation among the east side rail- 
Toads, while very serious, might be worse. 
The freight vards of every line on the 
Tiver front were completely covered with 
Overturned cars and wreckage of the freignt 
houses, but the superintendents, with large 
Sangs of workmen, set to work at an early 
hour yesterday morning to clear the tracks, 
and by evening the Wabash, the Clover 
Leaf, the Ohio and Mississippi and the 
Baltimore and Ohio routes announced that 
they were in shape to receive freight at 
their yards on the east side. The Ilinois 
Central, the Vandalia and the Louisville 
and Nashville and the Big Four were the 
chief sufferers on the river front, but the 
Vandalia and the Louisville and Nashville 
have each commodious freight depots on 
this Side of the river in the north end, the 
Capacity of which is now being’ fully test- 
ed. The Louisville, Evansville and St. 
Louis is receiving freight today. The [II- 
linois Central succeeded in clearing its 
tracks during the night. The destruction 


. in East St. Louis was mainly in the busi- 


hess portion. The fine residence sections on

Eighth, Ninth and Tenth streets are com-

in a lower altitude than the island, which 
is entirely covered by wreckage. 


One Hundred Funerals Today. 

There were a number of funerals today. 
but relatives of the great inajority of the 
victims preferred to take advantage of the 
fact that tomorrow is Decoration Day and 
a half holiday, and therefore arranged ac- 
cordingly for the interments. As a result 
the undertaking establishments were “‘rush- 
ed’" to an extent unprecedented, and the 
ambulance-shaped black vehicles employed 
to carry the caskets were at times during 
the day to be encountered every few blocks. 
So heavy was the pressure upon the funeral 
directors that in many cases it was found 
absolutely necessary to defer the interments 
until Sunday. The number of burials to- 
morrow, however, will exceed one hundred. 
The conditions in East St. Louis are pre- 
cisely in accord with those of this city. 
The preparations and programmes of the 
one are those of its namesake and neigh- 
bor across the river. 


Mayor Walbridge Asks for $100,000. 

At 'a regular meeting of the municipal 
assembly tonight Mayor Walbridge sub- 
mitted a special message, asking that the 
assembly appropriate $100,000 for the relief 
of the storm sufferers. This proposition 
was favorably received, but the exigencies 
of legislation will delay conclusive action 
for several days. The money is to be fm- 
mediately available upon the passage of the 
measure, The committee report will be 
made tomorrow. Informal discussion was 
had, and it was agreed that every appro- 
priation for public improvements not pledg- 
ed on contracts already made should be di- 
verted to the relief fund. The. disburse- 
ment of this fund will be under municipal 
control, and will be independent of other 
relief measures. . 

Mayor Walbridge took occasion in h's 
message to point out that St. Louis was the 
only city in the country that had weathered 
safely the recent financial gale, and it 
should not be said that any disturbance, 
physical or financial, could make St. Louis 
a mendicant, asking alms. ‘This indepen- 
dence of feeling seems universal here. It 
aoes not appear to be braggadocio, but se- 
rene confidence in the ability and disposi- 
tion of St. Louis to care for the storm 
victims... | 

From detailed reports received from offi- 
cial sources up to 9:20 p. m., the following 
tabulated statement is presented:

The lists of dead, which have been 
hitherto pririted have of necessity been 
full of errors. ..Men were reportéd dead 
who-were missing and have since turned 
up; false identifications were made, names 
confused by misinformation and misspell- 
ing, so that there have been already 
printed the names of more than have 
really been found. There are still many 
persons missing and some are undoubtedly 
still in the ruins. The work of discovery 
is now progressing somewhat more slowly, 
owing to the complete,exhaustion of the 
workers, and the necessity for repairs in 
their own shattered homes. 

There are unquestionably many persons 
who have been killed, whose disappew- 
ance has not been noted. 

Computing the Losses. 

Forgetting every personal interest that 
clashes with the work of mercy, the peo- 
ple. of this city who escaped the injury of 


| the storm. have incessantly ministered to 


the suffering of the luckless ones. Since 
the dreadful: disaster Wednesday evening 
no thought has been given to property 
losses. The worst is now known, however, 
and the work of computing material losses 
has begun. As the world knows, the great- 
er number of sufferers are small property 
owners. These individual losses are small, 
but they aggregate the larger part of the 
whole. A survey of the district made to- 
day shows thit over 3,000 houses have been 
damaged or wholly destroyed. These were 
mainly residences. of the middle classes, 
small shopkeepers and nmrechanics. The 
damage to church property was particular- 
ly severe. Following are estimated losses:

000; Lafayette Park Presbyterian, $16,000; 
Layfayette Park Methodist, $10,000; Lafay- 
ette Park Baptist, $8,000; Church of the

ity Lutheran, $18,000; St. Vincent, Catholic, 
$3,000: SS. Peter and Paul, $20,000; St. 
John’s Episcopal, $13,000; Annunciation, 
Catholic, $106,000/ 

Irresponsible correspondents and sensation 
mongers -have wired to the outside world 
preposterous estimates of the losses here, 
some reaching the absurd figure of $60,000,- 
000. The estimates of good architects and 
reputable real estate dealers place the 
losses at about $22,000,000. An inspection 
made today gives the following: 

How the Losses Are Scattered. 

In the territory along the levee, Second 
and Third from Washington to Market 
street the loss will figure uv fully $1,000,900; 
from Main to Eighth and from O’Fallon 
south to FrankHn, the loss is $500,000. A 
class of hard working people occupy this 
territory. The damage here is pathetic. 
In the territory south from Market street 
to Choteau avenue along Broadway and 
east to the river front, $1,000,000 will hardly 
cover the loss. This is mostly manufactur- 
ing and business property. Southward, 
along Broadway from Choteau avenue to 
Lafayette avenue, and embracing a terri- 
tory eastward to the river, property has 
been destroyed to the extent of $75 . This 
includes ‘mostly retail and manufacturing 
plants. From Lafayette Avenue bank 
south to Soulard, the storm’s fury wredak- 
ed awful vengeance. The loss was $650,000. 
Hardly a building on either side of Broad- 
way was spared. They were occupied by 
prosperous retail stores, representing the 
energy and thrift of a lifetime. Embrac- 
ing all the district south of Soulard from 
the river, west of the city limits, the loss 
to residence and buisness property is esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. Going north again and 
taking in all the territory up to the city 
hospital the damage figures $1,000,000. In 
the immediate vicinity of the hospital an- 
other $1,000,000 is reached. Northeast of 
the hospital property has been destroyed to 
the extent of $1,000,000, while Lafayette 
park and vicinity gives much more. West- 
ward from Lafavette park and north to 
Choteau avenue the loss is $2,000,000. Down 
Choteau from Jefferson avenue to Seventh 
street and north to the railroad tracks, 
$3,000,000 is the damage done. Along Park 
avenue from Tenth to Seventh and north 
on Seventh to Market, $4,500,000 will about 
cover the loss. The remaining 34,000,000 is 
scattered through the ecntral, western and 
northwestern portions cf the city. It in- 
cludes damages to churches and pubtic 
buildings. Damage to school property is 
$100,000. 

Nearly all South St. Louis is practically 
destroyed. Wrecked buildings and those 
partly damaged cannot be repaired. It will 
be fully two years before the effects of the 
hurricane are effaced. 


Able To Care for Her Own. 

A hastily convened meeting of @ few lead- 
ing citizens‘was held yesterday in the Mer- 
chants’ exchange, and a fund of $15,009 rais- 
ed for the relief of the storm sufferers. This 
was increased to $20,000 today. Today when 
the awful panorama of death and destruc- 
tion was fully unrolled the relief fund was 
doubled within two hours, and is constantly 
growing.

THEM IN THE FACE 


The Gold Men Are Rapidly Changing 
Their Position, 


SENATOR BRICE GIVES IT UP 


Says Ohio Single Standard Men Are 
Discouraged : 


AND MANY OF THEM WILL NOT VOTE 


So as Not To Commit Thentselves Ta 
Support the Platform and Candi- 
dates of the Convention. 


New York, May 29.—(Special.)—The gold 
men are giving it up all along the line, ac- 
knowledging the defeat which they see cer- 
tain to come to their forces at. Chicago. 

Until within the past week or two, the 


newspapers of the metropolis, all of which 
adyocated the maintenance of the single 
gold standard, have been either blind them- 
selves as to. conditions outside of New 
York, or have been engaged in deliberately 
fooling the people. 

The overwhelming growth of the silver 
sentiment has forced them to change their 
position. Perhaps the most significant dec- 
laration showing the realization of the 
facts is that published ‘by The World from 
its correspondent at Washington in an in- 
terview with Senator Brice, of Ohio. There 
is no man in the democratic ranks who 
more clearly represents the Wall street 
end than does this same Senator Brice, who 
retains a nominal residence in Ohio, but 
spends his time and has his interests in 
New York. Less than two weeks ago he 
announced that it was his’ intention to 
forego a contemplated trip to Europe that 
he might go out to Ohio and carry that 
state for the single gold standard. He went 
to Ohio and now he is back in Washing- 
ton, and here is what he says on the dem- 
ocratic outlook: 

What Senator Brice Says. 


“Free silver will have a majority of about 
one hundred in the Chicago convention,’’ 
said Senator Brice of Ohio, to The World 
correspondent today. 

“There will be no particular difficulty 
about adopting a platform or nominating 
candidates,’’ he continued. ‘“‘The soind 
money delegations will recognize the right 
of the free silver majority to name the 
presidential nominees, who will be either 
avowed free silver men or men willing to 
stand on a free-silver platform. I don’t 
think that there will be any bolt, but there 
will be a great many sound money demo- 
crats who will take no part in the cam- 
paign.”’ 

The correspondent asked Senator Brice 
what he thought President Cleveland ought 
to do for the interest of his party. 

“I do not want to criticise the president,” 
replied Senator Brice; “he is master of his 
opinions; but there are a great many 
sound money demoerats throughout the 
country. who have been restrained , from 
working actively for the selection of sound 
money delegations to Chicago by the fear 
that they would be used to further a third 
term boom.. These democrats are opposed 
to the administration either on questions o 
patronage or party policy. } 

“It strikes me that it is too late now for 
any action on the part ef the president to 
have any material effect on the situation. 
Concede to the sound money side the dele- 
gations of the whole northeast, including 
New York,. Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Del- 
aware and Maryland, then give them Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, Minnesota and a scatter- 
ing state here and there, and they still will 
lack more than a hundred votes of having 
a majority at Chicago. 

“The south and west are practically solid 
for free silver. Two months ago it was 
still possible to do something in Kentucky 
and Indiana, Illinois and Ohio. Now Indi- 
ana and Illinois are thoroughly controlled 
for free silver. Kentucky looks the samé¢ 
way, and in Ohio the sound money demo- 
crats, discouraged at the outlook, seem in- 
clined to stay away from the polls. They 
do not want to be put in the attitude of 
committing themselves to support an inev- 
itable free silver platform. That is the 
condition which seems to prevail all 
through the middle west, which politically 
is going to control the result of the election 
next fall.’’ 

“Will there be a bolt from the Chicago 
convention ?”’ 

“T think not. It will be more as I have 
said, a sort of holding off on the part of 
the sound money democrats, rather than 
a bolt, I should not be surprised to see 
some delegates walk out of the St. Louis 
convention, but there will not be much of a 
bolt from the former.” 

The World’s Séisation. 

The World makes a sensation of the re- 
port which its special editorial correspond- 
ent, Willlam Shaw Bowen, sends from 
Washington, and which is a bold declara- 
tion that the people of the east are abso- 
lutely blind to the growth of the silver 
sentiment, and. that there is no. question 
whatever of silver’s victory at Chicago. 

This seeming editorial declaration is 
doubly interesting from the fact that Mr. 
Bowen goes into details concerning the con- 
ditions in other states, and shows that even 
in the east, if the people were allowed to 
meet the question squarely, the, restoration 
of silver would get their votes. He also 
shows that all talk of a split at Chicago 
is unwarranted by the facts. He says that 
of course the silver men will have a large 
majority, if not two-thirds; and that the 
gold feaders and the men in the conven- 
tion will acquiesce in the decision of the 
majority and will remain in the convention 


and in the party. 
Mr. Bowen, it will be noticed,. declares 


that his personal views are entirely for 
what_he calls ‘“‘sound money,” but that he 
is giving his views and states his position 
merely that the motive in publishing what 
he does may not be misunderstood, 

Here is his dispatch: 3 


“Washington, May 27..There are _ too 
many people in this coi Rtry who are hid-, 
ing their eyes to great facts. They place 
themselves in the position of the ostrich 
pursued by the enemy. They do not wish 
to gaze on what they term the specter of 
silver. So they hold their thands over their 
faces, and cry out: ‘I cannot see it coming!’ 

“The speaker was an especially distin- 
guished senator, who expressed himself 
privately t6 the writer on the financial 
question. There is enough said in private 
here in Washington at the present time 
on the silver question to cause a chill to 
pass over those whose convictions and 
interests are wrapped in the single gold 
standard side of the controversy. 

‘‘People in New York and in the east have 


‘seanty conception of the strength of the 


silver sentiment at the west. and south, 
The press which enlightens. them on pub- 
He affa’’s is almost a unit in favor of. a 
gold standard. The real situation through- 
out the length and breadth of the United 
States west of the middle states is not 
re in New York or New Eng- 
and. 

“If the private utterances of public men 
on the silver question could be published 
as formal interviews, a portion of the 
country would receive a trereendous shock. 
I have conversed with ‘numerous persons 
whose names, if I were at liberty to give 
them, would be well known to évery read- 
er. The burden of what was said was that 
the silver movement is gaining hand over 
fist throughcut the country; that a

is favored, there is a determination on the 
part of the majority of the politicians of 
the south and west to make silver, and not 
gold, the dominant element in the national 
SA lead li ho i 

i, eading republican senator, who is 
well known as an advocate of goid, de- 
clared his belief to me that if the question 
of gold versus silver were to be submit- 
ted pure and simple to the people of the 
United States, an.overwhelming majority 
would be rolled up for the white monéy. 

“I believe,” she explained, “that the 16 
to 1 standard might not prevail, but that 
bimetallism, under conditions’ that would 
not meet with the approval of us who favor 
the gold standard, would be favored. I be- 
lieve that in more than one-half the states 
the votes for silver would average more 
than two to one.’ 

“This senator would not dare to express 
such an opinion for publication. ‘Nothing 
would tempt me,’ he said, ‘It would be 
ruinous for me to do so.’ And this same 
fear of consequences deters many public 
men from even whispering what they think. 

“Another well-Rpown politician informed 
me that Indiana would be carried for sil- 
ver. Governor Claude Mathews, of that 
State, recently said to me that Mr. Cleve- 
land could not carry a single Indiana county 
with his present views on finances. A 
leader of the Arkansas delegation here 
says that Cleveland, as a gold man, could 
not carry an Arkansag county. Governor 
Campbell in his recent interview in The 
World stated that silver is gaining through- 
out Ohio. Members of the Ohio delegation 
who are not wedded to the silver belief, 
tell me that the silver tide is swelling in 
the Buckeye State. 

“Generai Charles Grosvenor, a McKinley 
manager, recently informed an acquaint- 
ance that the silver nrovement was gaining 
in Ohio. He was merely narrating a fact, 
and not using it as an argument, 

‘‘The president of one of Chicago’s great 
national banks recently stated that he had 
been studying the views of the 400 or more 
of his banker correspondenis, and he has 
concluded that silver has got to come. This 
bank president is very wealthy. He has 
begun to draw gold contracts and leases, 
and will put all his affairs on a gold basis. 
There ig no more ardent gold raan in the 
country than he. A democratic ‘sound 
money’ senator, not Senator Lrice, told me 
today that Ohio and Kentucky would be 
carried for silver. 

‘“**The convention at Chicago will be in 
the hands of the silver men,’ he said. ‘I 
do not believe in silver, except as a sub- 
sidiary coinage, but my political fu‘ure is 
uncertain unléss my constituents change 
their views.’ 

“IT am assured by Pennsylvanians who 
know the situation thoroughly in that state 
that if the silver question were presented 
fairly and squarely to the people w'thout 
being mixed with politics, and rid of inter- 
ference by capital or manufacturers, it 
would receive an enormous vote. « 

“The people know that Senator Cameron 
is a man of great wealth, who has banking, 
real estate and railway interests. That the 
Cameron family always love,.money is un- 
derstood in Pennsylvania, and people argue 
that Don Cameron would not risk his pros- 
perity by a failure in silver, if there was 
any real danger from it. ’ 

“Senator Cameron has been in Mexico 
studying the condition of the country under 
silver. Hea returned more zealous than be- 
fore. I am informed by good authority 
that at a recent meeting of the democratic 
state convention of Vermont, the members 
wished to put some kind of a recognition of 
silver in the platform of the convention 
just eld. Bradley Smalley had to use his 
influence to muzzle the building desire. — 

“A New Hampshire public man stated in 
this. .city that he feared to think what 
would occur if the question of free s'iver 
were tio be submitted on its merits to the 
people of that state. 
-***T believe that it would command a 
heavy vote,’ he said; ‘although the }senks 
would threaten every one with a mortgage 
on his home and the great manufactucing 
corporations would intimidate their help, 
and probably. would prevent any radical 
expression. Of course, I am a gold man.’ 

“I talked with a New England mznu- 
facturer today who employs many hun- 
dred operatives and who has: been a2 par- 
tisan of the single standard. He informed 
me that he has been shocked to hear ‘of 
manufacturers about _Bosten who. were 
willing to try silver imeg-greatly enlarged 
relation with gold.. ‘em 3 en would dare 
to come out openly in’ this way,’ he said. 
Po by ag would hear from. their banks, if they 

d.’ 

“A Rhode Island manufacturer informed 
me that ‘he would welcome silyer, to see if 
it would not do something to end the awful 
depression that is weighing down the line 
of goods which he is engaged in making. 

‘“ ‘Tf I were to say this in Providence, I 
believe my paper would be held up in the 
benks. At any rate, it would he treated 
with suspicion. I know manufacturers who 
are in doubt on the question, or else have 
a decided leaning toward silver, but they 
fear to talk.’ 

‘These represent but a small portion of 
the private opinions I have heard curing 
the last few days. Nearly all concur in 
saying that, rightly or wrongly, che silver 
tide is swelling. It is believed by the test 
judges that the platform at $t. Louis 
will contain a straddle in the ft:nancial 
plank, 

‘The expectation of a bolt in the demo- 
cratic convention at Chicago appears to 
be passing away. I hear the opinion now 
expressed by democratic leaders that not 
only will the silver wing of the party sweep 
the convention, but the gold men will sub- 
mit—that is to say, they will make no form- 
al halt. 

“Chairman Harrity has changed his views 
about the convention, but will leave the 
ticket nominated to its fate. In ¢tating, 
as he did here yesterday, that the party 
will not allow a bolt, because it is greater 
than any mere idea, he means that he fore- 
sees what is coring. 

“The fanatical Tillman, who hag Just re- 
turned from his trip south and west, gives 
ont privately to the silver sympathizers 
that he finds the movement incr-asing 
everywhere ‘he has been.

WHAT SENATOR DANIEL SAID. 


He Corrects a.-Published Statement. 
About a Conversation. 

Richmond, Va., May 29.—(Special.)}—It was 
generally reported here a week or so ago 
that during a recent visit to this city Sena- 
tor John W. Daniel had said that “‘if free 
coinage were adopted, the ftmmediate ef- 
fect would be to produce a panic.” 

The fact that this utterance was attri- 
buted to one of the most prominent free 
coinage advocates in the country and one 
whose name is mentioned [In connection 
with the nomination for the vice presidency, 
caused some little stir here. . 

Replying to a letter of a friend, calling 
his attention to this report, Senator Daniel 
writes a friend here: 

“I do not recall having said that a panic 
would follow the free coinage of silver. I 
might have said, and I doubtless did, and I 


so think, that any change in our currency. 


would produce a temporary disturbance 
just like a change in the tariff system. Our 
currency, system is so complicated and so 
heterogeneous that we cannot make any 
change in it whatever without ‘producing 
some disturbance. I believe that the excited 
state of the public mind would lead to con- 
siderable commotion if there we free 
coinage, but I think that would follow con- 


traction.”’

ABSENT MEMBERS HAVE BEEN SUMMONED 


To Be in Their Seats When the Vote Is 
Called For—Looks Like Adjourn- 
ment Next Week. | 


Washington, May 29.—(Special.)—As pre- 
dicted in these dispatches last night, the 
president sent a veto message on the river 
and harbor bill to congress today. He 
makes several strong and well put points 
against the measure and calis attention to 
“these times of depressed business and re- 
sulting disappointment in government rev- 
enue.’ He also slaps at the republican con- 
gress for its heavy appropriations. 

Will Try To Throw the Veto. 

The message has, however, had no ef- 
fect in congress. The same men who voted 
for the bill are prepared to vote to pass it 
over the veto. 

The house postponed action upon it until 
Monday in order that the absent ones may 
return to vote upon it. All the absent Geor- 
gia congressmen are expected to return 
in order to aid in saving the Georgia ap- 
propriations. Georgia gets nearly four 
million dollars in the bill. 

The fact that nearly every state is well 
prowided for gives the bill its - strength. 
Those interested are already wiring for 
absent members to be here Monday. All 
the Georgians now at home are expected to 
return if only for the day to cast their 
votes in favor of passing the bill over the 
veto, 

If the house passes it Monday the senate 
will probably act in the same manner on 
Tuesday. Then there will be nothing to 
prevent adjourning within a few days. 
Senator Gorman todaw® predicted adjourn- 
ment’ about next Thursday. An agreement 
was had to vote on the bond bill in the 
senate Tuesday, but the vote will avail 
nothing, as. the house will not consider 
it at this session. Much important legisla- 
tion has been postponed until next session, 
the republicans being afraid to act pending 
a Campaign.

TWO BILLS PASS THE SENATE. 


A Rebate of Tax on Alcohol for Arts 
Repealed. 

Washington, May 29.—Phe senate today 
passed without amendment two measures 
of legislation that had their origin in the 
house, and that now only need the signa- 
ture of the president to become law. 

The first was the bill to repeal that sec- 
tion of the existing tariff law which pro- 
vides for a rebate of the tax paid on -alco- 
hol used in the arts and in medical prepa- 
rations. In the discussion it was stated 
that the treasury department had not been 
able to establish rules and regulations to 
carry out the section; that rebates had 
not been paid; and ‘that, consequently, 
Claims for restitution are being piled up 
in the treasury to the amount of ten 
millions a year. The Dill as passed also 
provided for a commission to’consider the 
whole question. 

The second bill passed by the senate also 
had reference to the tax on spirits; but 
its provisions simply were to include pears, 
pineapples, oranges, apricots, berries and 
prunes in the Ust of fruits from which 
brandy may be distilled under existing 
regulations. The present law embraces 
Only apples, peaches and grapes. 

The conference report on the Indian ap- 
propiration bill Was discussed for over two 
hours, but no result was reached, and the 
matter went over till Monday. The only 
point of the report debated was the pro- 
vision embodied in it imposing citizenship 
on the India of the five civilized tribes. 
The question‘as to the education of Indian 
children in contract schools was not at 
issue, that being a point on which no agree- 
met was arrived at in conference. 

A private pension bill was returned to 
the senate by the president without his 
approval on the gfound not that the bene- 
ficiary, &he soldier's mother, was not de- 
serving of the pension, but that the soldier 
was described as a private in the Seventh 
New Hampshire infantry, whereas he had 
not served in that regiment at all, but in 
the First heavy artillery of New Hamp- 
shire. The bill and veto message were re- 
ferred to the committee on pensions. ~ 

The prohibitory bond bill was taken up 
as the unfinished business, and its author, 
Mr. Butler, of North Carolina; made an 
argument in support of it. 
was had that a final vote shall be taken 
upon it before the adjournment on Tues- 
day. Mr. Butler had not concluded his 
speech when, at 6 o’clock, the senate pro- 
ceeded to executive business, and shortly 
after adjourned till Monday next. 

Mr. Morgan introduced a Dill declaring 
any agreement or conspiracy of two or 
more persons, one or more of whom is 
an officer,, agent or stockholder of a na- 
tional bank, to bring about any restriction 
of the current circulation or to refuse pay- 
ment to depositors in lawful’ money, a fel- 
only, punishable by fine and imprisonment. 
This bill was read twice, and laid on the 
table for the present. 
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THE HOUSE ROUTINE. 


President Cleveland’s Veto of the 
River and Harbor Bill Read. 

Washington, May 29.—The contested elec- 
tion case of Johnston, republican, against 
Stokes, democrat, from the seventh district 
of South Carolina, which had been under 
debate in the house three days, reached 
a vote this afternoon, but was not finally 
disposed of, owing to the dilatory tactics 
of the advocates of the contestant’s claim 
to the seat, his right to it- being approved 
by a minority of the committee on elec- 
tions No. 3, which considered the case. By 
a vote of 105 to %, the house refused to 
substitute the resolutions reported by the 
minority, declaring Johnston elected and 
entitled to the seat, and Stokes not elected 
and not entitled to the seat, for those of 
the majority to the direct contrary effect. 
On the resolution of the majority declaring 
Johnston not elected, the vote was 103 
yeas, 99 nays, and im order to postpone 
further action until there was a large at- 
tendance, the friends of Johnston resorted 
to filibustering tactics, and so exhausted 
the session.

Washington, May 29.—Senator-elect Mon- 
ey, of Mississippi, who is one of the dele- 
gates-at-large from his state to the Chicago 
convention, wrote a letter to Mr. Harrity, 
of Pennsylvania, chairman of the demo- 
cratic executive committee, calling his at- 
tention to the widely-published reports that 
he, Harrity, was credited with having an- 
nounced that an attempt would be made to 
exclude from the convention free silver del- 
egates who might be suspected of an inten- 
tion to bolt in case the convention declared 
for gold. 

Mr. Money asked Mr. Harrity if these 
reports were true. Harrity, in reply, says: 

“It is not true that I have declared my 
intention to secure action by the democratic 
national committee to exclude from the roll 
‘of the conventicn any delegate who has 
expressed a purpose to bolt if the conven- 
tion does not favor in its platform the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at 16 to 1. 
In any statement made by me, either pri- 
vately or pubiicly, I did not undertake to 
speak for the committee nor any officer 
thereof. What I did say was that in my 
personal judgment no man ought to enter 
or be admitted in any political convention 
or caucus who is not prepared to abide by 
the will of the majority and acquiesce in its 
decision. And I further stated that in my 
opinion this ought to apply with equal 
force to those who oppose as to those who 
favor free and unlimited and independent 
coinage of silver. I, too, am a delegate to 
the Chicago convention, and should a ma- 
jorfty of that body make a platform and 
nominate. candidates not in accord with 
my views, I will abide by the result and 
give loyal and cordial support to the can- 
didates. If I did not intend to do this, I 
should consider it my duty not to enter the 
convention. ~% 
Pelitical conventions are called.for the 
purpose of harmonizing or. compromising 
such differences as may exist and of ascer- 
taining the will of the majority as to prin- 
ciples, policies and candidates. To bold that 
those who entertain certain fixed views are 
-to be permitted to be so tenacious of them 
as to first endeavor to influence or control 
the body of which they constitute a part and 
then to withdraw from that body in the 
event that they prove unsuccessful, seems 
to me *o be a very long step toward con- 
tending that a minority should govern. [| 
have always understood it to be sound dem- 
ocratic doctrine that the will of the major- 
ity shall prevail.

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TROOPS AROUND

To Prevent the Negro Slaytou Boing 
Lynched by the Mob. 


A RUSH MADE ON THE JAIL 


But the Mob Lacked Organization and 
Were Easily Dispersed 


WHEN THE MILITARY STOOD IN READINESS 


Judge Butt Taiks to the Mob and 
Promised To Try the Case Mon- 
day—This Had Good Effect. ~ 


Columbus, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Today 
Judge W. B. Butt, of the superior court, 
announced that the trial of Jesse Sinayton, 
the negro who committed an assault upon 
Mrs. Howard Bryan yesterday, and who 
is now confined in Muscogee county ja'l, 
would be taken up early Monday morning 
and tried promptly. 

The announcement that the case had been 
set for a date right at hand did not have 
the desired effect, in that it did not pre- 
vent the gathering of a mob -about tho 
jail tonight. 

Public’ feeling has been aroused to 2 hish 
pitch of indignation and from the dcter- 
mined threats heard on the streets today 
it was thought that an attempt at lynth- 
ing would occur tonight. This rumor be- 
coming generally circulated, caused great 
excitement. A crowd hung about the jail 
where the wretch was confined all day, 
ghough its members were mostly persons 
drawn to the spot by curiosity. 

No trouble was anticipated until tonight, 
however, when it was feared that a mob 
might, in its fury and indignation, attempt 
to get the negro from the jail and string 
him up. : 3 

The affair was all the talk during the 
day, there being an air of suspense evcry- 
where, and the developments of the night 


| were awaited with intense interest. 
The status of affairs being thus, the lo- 


cal authorities notified the local military 
companies, the Guards and Fencibles, to 
be in readiness to assist at a moment’s no- 
tice in the defense of Slayton, who, being 
in jail, of covrse had to be protected. 
Military Called Out. 

Tonight at an early hour Sheriff Bowles 
summoned the two companies to the jail 
by the ringing of the town bell and the 


‘soldiers lined upon on the sidewalk extend- 


ing along the two sides of the jail, which 
is on a’ corner. 

The turning out of the military and the 
explosion of many torpedoes near the scene, 
supposed at first by some to be rifle shots, 
caused a large crowd to gather on the 
scene. .

.determined.to,. secure the negro at all 
hazards, formed, and it 
serious trouble would be precipitated.

Finally the excitement grew to such a 

pitch that a portion of the mob, with shouts 
of “Let us have him!’’ rushed toward the 
jail, as if to break through the military 
and assault the fail. 
@he soldiers never gave way in the least 
at this critical juncture. The officers of 
the companies ordered them to make 
ready. 


The mob saw the determination of the 
young soidiers to charge them, if necessary, - 


and instantly fell back. 

The excitement was intense, but though 
there was many shouts of anger and de- 
termination from the infuriated crowd no 
further attempt’ to break the lines were 
made, the first one having been more of an 
experiment than anything else. 

Judge Butt Speaks. 

Judge Butt then made a short talk to 
the crowd with a view of pacifying them, 
telling them that the negro would be ac- 
corded an immediate trial and warning 
them to disperse, saying the negro would 
be defended.

These talks had no immediate effect, 
though afterwards the crowd began grad- 
ually to disperse. 

Excitement still runs high, however, and 
it is possible that an attempt will be made 
to get at the prisoner before daybreak.

Another Visit to the Jail. 

About three hundred men, some armed 
with winchesters and others with pistols 
made a feint a little after midnignt, but 
the military looked too formidable for them 
and they went off.

Manufacturers Are Running at Re- 
duced Capacity. 


ONLY THE SOUTH HAS A BRIGHT OUTLOOK 


Crops Are Good and a Healthy Feeling 
‘Prevails—The Trade Centers Not 
Full of Life. 


New York, May 29.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

‘“The improvement in the trade situation 
fs confined to the demand for hides, 
leather and shoes, the tendency of prices 
of same to advance, and an improvement 
fn request for dry goods, hats and shoes 
from wholesalers at St. Paul, Kansas City, 


Omaha and Baltimore. 

“The crop outlook in South Carolina and 
Kentucky is brighter because of rains, 
and a generally better feeling exists among 
Sugar producers and handlers in Louis‘ana 
and Texas because of the recent sugar 
bounty decision. General business con- 
tinues quiet, and at larger financial cen- 
ters less commercial paper is making, even 
at lower rates. A between seasons trade 
has begun to assert itself, and from a 
number of points mercantile collections are 
less satisfactory, in some 4nstances more 
difficult. In Texas both corn and cotton 
crops are retarded for want of rain. At 
St. Louis and throughout contiguous ter- 
ritory, and at smaller business centers 
along the track of the recent storm, busi- 
ness has been interrupted. The itidustrial 
Situation, except as to boots and shoes, 
is unimproved. Cottons are dull and low 
On oversupply, the price of raw having 
no influence. Wool prices continue to favor 
buyers with manufacturers running at re- 
duced capacity. Pig iron prices remain 
about as a week ago, but speculative sales 
having been made at cut quotations. Stocks 
are heavy and production is decreasing. 
There is less demand for billets, and the 
outiook in iron and steel is not for im- 
provement prior to the middle of July. 

“The total number of business failures 
in the United States during the week is 
227, as compared with 216 last week and 
205 in the week one year ago. 

“The price movement is again down- 
ward, wheat, corn and oats, as well as 
pork and lard, exhibiting unexpected 
shrinkages. Coffee, cotton and petroleum 
are likewise lower, and sales of pig iron 
and Dmiets by middlemen have been made 
a shade under nominal figures. Wheat 
flour, coal and print cloths are practically 
unchanged, while refined sugar and tin 
plates report advances. Hides and leather 
are firm at-recent advances, and the ten- 
dency is upward.” 

R. G. Dun & Co. Quite 

R. G. Dunn & Co. will say 
their weekly review of trade: 
_ “Failures for the week have been 239 
in the United States, against 219 last year, 
and 20 in Canada, against 34 last year. 

* “Continued exports of gold are recognized 
as natural results of the borrowing and 
; importing early in the.year,. but caused 
no serious apprehension. Markets for 
products are weak, rather than stagnant. 
The business done is smail, but largely 
governed by the belief in large crops and 
insufficient demand. Many cotton mills 
have stopped, and many more have re- 
duced hours or looms, and yet the market 
for goods is lifeless, a reduction of indigo 
blue prints % a cent off, the lowest on 
record, being the chief feature. Wool 
Sates, exclusive of a few speculative trans- 
actions based on extreme low prices, are 
less than 40 per cent of a week’s fair con- 
sumption. Boots and shoes shipments 6

Chicago Lends Detective Aid. 

There was a conference this afternoon be- 
tween Chief of Police Harrigan, of this city, 
and Chief Badenoch and Inspector Fitzpat- 
rick, of Chicago, the two latter of whom 
had been instructed by Mayor Swift, of that 
city, to investigate the condition of affairs 
here and in East St. Louis, with the view 
of rendering any needed assistance toward 
protecting the devastated districts against: 
the criminal element. 

As an outcome of the interchange of opin- 
ion Chief Badenoch telegraphed to Chicago 
ordering the immediate departure for this 
city of nine crack members of the Chicago 
detective corps, who, on their arrival, 
will be detailed to watch the operations of 


a number of well-known crooks from eastern 


and western cities, who, according to confi- 
dential advices received from various chiefs 
of police and detective agencies, are ‘head- 
ing for this city, expecting to reap a har- 
vest similar to that gathered in by the 
light-fingered and burglarizing fraternity 
during the days immediately following the 
Johnstown fiood. 

It is also arranged that the Chicago spe- 
cial officers should remain in this city un- 
til the wind-up of the republican national 
convention. While there has been no sys- 
tematic effort toward pillaging the devasta- 
ted district, yet Chief Harrigan, as a mat- 
ter of precaution, today swore in 150 spé- 
clals to assist the militia in protecting the 
property exposed in the ruins. The Chica- 
go detectives will be under the command 
of Chief of Detectives Desmond, and the’ 
local authorities will co-operate with those 
of East St. Louis in keeping the criminal 
element in check. In the town across the 


river the business men have organized a 


vigilance committee, and on the telegraph 
and electric light poles written notices are 
posted to the effect that ghouls and pur- 
loiners of property from wrecked houses, 
business properties or railroad cars will 
be given a short shrift and an opportunity 
of diving from the Eads bridge into the 
Mississippi river. Instructions ‘have also 
been given to the police of the Illinois city 
to shoot on sight every individual caught 
in the act of robbing the ruins,

Comptroller 
Speaks for Gold. 


LET WALL STREET ALONE: 


The Same Old Cry, “Don’t Agitate,” 
“Don’t Overproduce’—Mr. Smith 
Had No Time for Farmers. 


With the blight of defeat in his own home 


county 10d state still fresh upon his young’ 


brow, Mr. James M. Eckels, comptroller of 
the United States treasury, came to At- 
lanta yesterday to speak for the single gold 
standard. He spoke at the Columbia the- 
ater last night. It was rather a better au- 
dience than Hon, Josiah Patterson’s, and 
as mucsi miay be said of the speech. 

There was a marked similarity in the gen- 
eral scope of the two speeches, but there 
were diiferences in other respects, 

Mr. Kckels found much fault with the 
“agitation” for a double standard which 
is sweeping the country. He denied that 
the contraction of the volume of primary 
money has caused the financial distress. 
The great decline in prices on the appre- 
ciation of gold, he said, was not due to 
the single gold standard, but was attri- 
butable to overproduction. His remedy 
was to accept the single gold standard 
and all its effects without protesting, The 
comptroller did not say a word in defense 
of the $242,000,000 bonds issued in time of 
peace, and although they were twice over- 
subscribed, he asserted that capital fs tim- 
id and distrust in the government's ability 
to redeem is at the bottom of the trouble,

Mr. Eckels was introduced by President 
Alex W. Smith, of the Young Men's Dem- 
ocratic Sound Currency Club. Mr. Smith 
referred to the correspondence between 
himself and Major Whitner, president of 
the Fulton County Bimetallic League. He 
Stated that he did not propose to speak 
of the personal features of the contfrover- 
sy. He would not allow the organization 
which Major Whitner represents to escape, 
however. He declared that the bimetallic 
club was masquerading under a name to 
which it was not entitled, as it should be 
styled the Fulton County Free Silver Club. 

Of Mr. Eckels the president said that 
notwithstanding his youth, he would be 
found to be thoroughly posted on the sub- 
ject on which he was to speak. 

Comptroller Eckels was received with 
hearty applause. He expressed apprecia- 
tion for his reception and for the audi- 
ence. This was his first appearance before 
a southern audience. He was glad that he 
had been honored by an editorial in The 
Constitution, he stated. 

He argued that the wishes of New York, 
New Jersey and Connecticut should be 
heeded by the democracy of the south be- 
cause the party in thoge states had stood 
by the southern democrats in the days 
when @ republican edministration was plac- 
ing federal troops.in the capitals of South 
Carolina and Louisiana. The democratic 
party of the north should not be immolated 
because it protests against the free silver 
fetich. The financial question is not po- 
litical, but a business proposition, he stated, 
and he deplored the fact that it had got into 
politics. He did not see why fault shouid be 
found with him for speaking when no com- 
plaint was made against federal office hold- 
ers discussing the bimetallic side of the 
question. The comptroller took up the 
point that demonetization of siver produced 
a great decline in prices and resulted in 
general financial distress. He called at- 
tention to Atlanta’s growth since 13873, and 
cited the progress of the south in the last 
twenty-three years. He followed closely 
in the wake of Hon, Josiah Patterson, 
quoting statistics to show the growth of 
circulation per capita, and the increase in 
the south’s wealth since the war. The 
present difficulty, the comptroller explain- 
ed, lies in agitation. After the panic of 
1873, the greenback agitator was abroad 
in the land. After the panic of 1893 the 
free silver agitator was abroad. Mr. Eck. 
els attributed the panic of 1873 to our con- 
struction of railroads, The panic of 1884 
was due to over-trading and to bad bank- 
ing in New York, he added. Distrust of 
American securities and doubt of the abil- 
ity of the American government to redeem 
its obligations in gold caused the panic of 
1898. Next he spoke of the increase in the 
circulating medium of $250,000,000 since 18%. 
Then he added another reason for the hard 
times, and now it was Jack of credit and 
not a lack of circulating medium. 

Mr. Eckels declared that the agitation of 
the silver question is responsible for the 
closing of the factories and mills, and has 
checked the inflow of capital. No foreign 
capital has come in here or in any part 
of the United States since the free silver 
agitation began, he announced. How can 
there be an American system of finance, 
he asked. Trade does not stop at the boun- 
daries. We must. conform our monetary 
laws to those of the other nations of the 
world or fall behind in the race for wealth. 
The comptroller denied that there has been 
discrimination against silver since 1873, Mr. 


Eckels presented the usual arguments on 
the difference between the present com. 


mercial ratiq and the desired legal ratio of | 


16 tol. He asserted that advocates of free 
coinage of silver either want to increase 
the price of silver or the volume of the cir- 
culating medium, and he said that either 
would be disastrous. The silver would be 
cheap money. Congress has no more right 
to increase the value of silver than it has 
to increase the price of cotton, copper or 
wheat by legislation. Silver coined on an 
equality with gold would be fiat money, 
he insisted, and said it would be impossible 
to make creditors take it for its face 
value. He spoke of Alabama and Missis- 
sippi experimenting with flat money and 
poet & vhe increase of banking facilities 
since : ' 

Improved machinery has cheapened the 
cost of making tron and steel, and over- 
production, he explained, caused the de- 
cline in the prices of those articles, and 
the same, he stated, was true of wheat and 
cotton. Any man credit can 

et all the money he wants in Atlanta or 
New York, he said. There has been no fall 
in the price of labor, Mr. Eckels declared, 
contradicting retary Smith's statement 
at the tabernacle joint debate. 

The gold standard is not the result of 
law, said the speaker, but has come about 
“through evolution in the mediums of ex- 
change.”’ 

In closing Mr. Eckels stated what this 
country needs is confidence among the

Circular Issued by the Gold Cinb Won't 


P 


Go Down with Wornkingmen. 
THEIR FIGURES PROVE FALSE 


Mr. H. L. Johnston Shows That They 
Have Perverted Facts To 
Gain Votes. 


The executive committee of the silver men 
of fhe second ward held a meeting in the 
basement of the courthouse last night. 
The committee made a thorough organiza- 
tion for work in the ward, and passed res- 


olutions condemning a circular which has 
been sent among the workingmen of 


the city during the past few days, which 
attempts to show that wages will be re- 
duced by the coinage of gold and silver at 


the ratio of 16 to 1. 

The circular, issued by the gold club, 
which is being widely distributed among 
the workingmen of the city, is intended 
to deceive. That it is not honest, and that 
their argument is a shallow one is —— 
by the fact that they try to compare sa 
aries in the United States with the salaries 
received in such countries as Mexico, Ja- 
pan and China. It is an argument worthy 
of the gold standard club to compare the 
American workingman with the cheap la- 

China and Japan. 
w Sar. i. L. Johnston, the chairman of the 
Free Silver Club of the second ward, in 
speaking of the circular last night, said: 

“It is an insult to the workingmen of 
Atlanta, whiom these men are trying to 
prejudice against the free silver movement, 
that they should compare our skilled labor 
to the labor of such countries as China and 
Japan. It is to this standard that they 
are trying to reduce our workingmen, and 
they are silly enough to think that they can 
fool the workingman of the United States 
into the belief that he will be reduced by 
the equal coinage of gold and silver to such 
a low standard of wages as are being paid 
to the unskilled labor of oriental countries. 
If the truth were known, their gold siand- 
ard has really this object in view, but I 
am sure that no intelligent workingman 
in Atlanta will be influenced by such a 
flimsy argument ag this. 

“If they had been honest in their circu- 
lar with their figures, we might have met 
them in fair argument. But they Nave re~ 
sorted to a dishonest method in two re- 
spects. They have picked out @ standard 
of wages that was paid under the old laws 
of coinage, and they have brought us into 
comparison with the poorest countries in 
the world. They quote the prices to labor- 
ers in the United States under the caption 
‘Gold Standard in the United States.’ Now, 
if any one will take the trouble to investi- 
gate they will find that these so-called gold 
standard prices were paid in 1891, before the 
repeal of fhe Sherman law. They go on to 
quote the prices paid in what they choose 
to call ‘free silver’ countries. That is, 
they select such countries as China, Japan, 
Mexico and Peru. It is worthy of a gold 
standard argument to compare the skilled 
American workingman to the iaborers of 
such countries. This ig but a foretaste of 
their ultimate purpose to reduce our work- 
men, skilled above the workmen of any 
country in the world, to a basis in common 
with the pauper laborgof oriental countries. 
1 am surprised that these men should have 
showed their hand so plainly. We have 
been accusing them of this very object, and 
now they come right out and acknowledge 
the whole thing. 2 

‘Now, if you will take the trouble to in- 
vestigate figures, here are some ligures that 
speak for themseives. Suppose we take a 
country that really ranks with ours, and 
compare salaries. England is the great 
wold standard. country of the world, I can 
only cite a few classes of laborers as an in- 

ication of the whole question. In 15891, be- 
fore the final demonetization of smlver, a 
bricklayer in the United States received 
$21.18 per week. In England, the great 
gold country, he received $7.56. Plasterers 
in the union in 1891 received $23.10; in KEng- 
land they received $7.80. In the United 
States in 1891 the day laborer received $8 88 
per week; in England, the gold standard 
champion, in 1884, they received $3, ‘ 

‘‘Now, if these men are seeking the truth, 
why do they try to fool our workingmen 
with such arguments, and why do they fal- 
sify ngures in order te gain their point? 
Is it because they are afraid of the truth? 
It certainly looksS%o. Tihey issue a circular 
to the workingmen, knowing that their 
time is limited, and that they have not time 


to investigate these figures for themselves, | 


in the hiope that their false statements may 
gain them votes. When I got hold of one 
of these circulars gy | I suspected that 
something was wrong. In fact, I knew it, 
and I immediately took up the figures they 
quoted. I saw at first sight that there was 
‘something rotten in Denmark’ because I 
have studied the question long enough to 
be fairly familiar with the comparative 
rates of wages in different countries, but it 
was only after I had brought reliable fig- 
ures to r on the question that I realized 
how far they had falsified the situation in 
order to bolster up their cause. I can show 
by absolute statistics that their whole cir- 
cular is based on a fraudulent statement of 
facts, and I hope that the workingmen of 
this city will not allow themselves to be 
duped by any such perversion of facts as 
are set forth in their circular. It is my 
opinion that they had better have left it un- 
published, and that when it swoops back 
among them, like a boomerang, they will 
wish that they had never attempted to fool 
the intelligent workingmen of this city,” 

The committee of the second ward passed 
ream gem condemning the latest efforts of 
the gold men to pervert the intelligent judg- 
ment of the laboring classes, and after dis- 
cussing the situation in the ward and fur- 
ther pt manensnee J to poll the entire silver 
vote, adjourned,

A Juror Taken Sick in the Trial at 
Jeffersonville Yesterday. 


RATHER THAN STOP THE CASE 


The Judge Had the Juror Broug’t in 


on a Bed. 


THE EVIDENCE GIVEN IN THE CASE. YESTERDAY 


The Trial Will Probably End ‘Today. 
A Strong Case Made Out by 
the State. 


Jeffersonville, Ga.. May 29.—(Special.)—A 
gick juror today, who wag taken with a 
chill that made the windows rattle as if 
an earthquake was in progress, delayed 
the trial for several hours. Dr. Slappey 
was unremitting in his attention to him 
and finally he was brought into court from 
his bed in the hotel, and the case resumed; 
getting sicker, a single bed was brought 
into the courtroom and he was regularly 
put to bed, only he did not disrobe and 
Gon his night shirt. 

The juror is Hunter Jonson, and he con- 
tracted the chill on Big Sandy creek, near 
which stream he resides. Jeffersonville 
is exempt from chills and has an. altitude 
considerably higher than Macon. 

The state placed several witnesses on 
the stand to impeach the evidence of John 
Amorson, who lived with the defendants, 
and who has been an important witness 
for that side, but he has testified so often 
at the various trials and talked so much 
that he finds it difficult to remember what 
he has said heretofore and almost in- 
variably, after saying he does not remem- 
ber having said certain things on the 
etand or in conversation, he has wound 
up by disputing the official report of the 
evidence and the alleged conversation. He 
was a very hard witness to-get evidence 
out of. 

Criswell had stated last evening in his 
confession that the several persons engag- 
ed in working up this case had threatened 
hin? in various ways: he had told him 
Shaw had told about it and put it all on 
him, and he remained quiet. Shaw would 
have his d—d neck broken; therefore he 
had best tell what he knew about it. 
If he did not tell the incensed citizens 
would take him out and hang him. But 
if he would tell and was convicted they 
would get the governor to conrmute his 
sentence and afterwards get him to pardon 


him. 
Evidence in Rebuttal. 

The state introduced the witnesses who 
heard the confession in the- Cochran hotel 
parlor to rebut this statement of the pris- 
oner. This evidence has heen dragged 
along through the entire day at. tedious 
length, and together with twenty-three 
pieces of the bridge timbers, and the ex- 
hib:t of several photographs of the wreck, 
and the pinch bar for moving spikes from 
the rails, which were submitted in evi- 
dence, has consumed the entire day. 

The state also introduced evidence to 
eustain the character of the town marshal, 
the prosecutor, whose character had been 
assailed by implication. His character was 
amply and fully sustained. The bridge 
timbers and cross ties were not altogether 
as new as the evidence of the railroad’s 
experts would seem to indicate. Most 
everybody expected to see new timbers 
fresh from the saw mill, when as a mat- 
ter of fact they were somewhat dried. 
They seemed to be sufficiently sound and 
strong to answer the purpose for which 
they were used. : 

At about 7 o’clock this evening the 
speaking commenced, and Colonel Tom 
Eason made one of his characteristic fine 
arguments for the state, after which court 
adjourned till 7:30 o’clock tomorrow nyorn- 


ing.

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Bibb County Commissioners Trans- 
acted Important Business Yes- 
terday—Macon News Notes. 


Macon, Ga., May 29.—Special.)—The 
county commissioners at their meeting: to- 
day did two very important things, to-wit: 
They let the contract to build a new iron 
bridge over the Ocmulgee river at the foot 
of Spring street, and made the school ap- 
propriation for the next schelastic year be- 
ginning in September. 

There were sixteen bids for the bridge. 
The bids were from southern, northern 
and western parties. here were .sever- 
al from Atlanta. Individuals representing 
the various bids were at the opening of 
the bids. The contract wag let to the Ohio 
Bridge Company, of Toledo, at $16,00v. 
There was only one local bidder, B. W. 
James Company, at $16,725. Grant Wilkins, 
of Atlanta made a bid of $19,299.02. 

The sixteen bids were as follows:

Two wor three of the bids included also 
the cost of an approach at the foot of 
Spring street, which approach will have 
to be built by the city. The cost of this 
approach will be from $2,300 to $3,000. The 
total! cost of the bridge to the city and 
county will be about $19,000. By the terms 
of the contract the bridge must be com- 
pleted within-four months, by October list 
next. The bridge will be a great public 
improvement and enterprise. Macon will 
now have two bridges crossing the Ocmul- 
gee within the city limits. e 

School Appropriation. 

Today President R. A. Nisbet, Mr. Mor- 
rison Rogers, Superintendent Abbott and 
others of the board of public school educa- 
tion of Bibb county, appeared before the 
county commissioners and asked for an ap- 
propriation of $48,881.85 for school purposes 
for the next scholastic year 1896-1897. The 
commissioners gave the amount asked for 
by the board This is the largest appropri- 
ation yet given by the commissioners to 
the public schools in any one vear. Last 
year $46,000 was appropriated. The sclrools 
are growing and increasing rapidly, and the 
system in Bibb is one of the finest in the 
state.

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SUSPECT FOUL PLAY. 


Signs of a Bloody Struggle in the 
Road in Pike County. 

Williamson, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)— 
There was somewhat of a sensation among 
the citizens of West Pike yesterday, caused 
by the finding of blood and other signs of 
murder on the Zebulon-Senoia road, about 
a quarter of a mile from King’s bridge, on 
Flint river.

reach this spot, two shots were fired, fol- 
lowed by loud screams. 


There is a suspicion among the people in‘ 


the vicinity of foul play and that the mur- 
derer buried his victim in the muddy waters 
of Flint river. 

No one knows anything more of the mat- 
ter than can be ascertained from evidence. 
The affray took place on the night following 
the trial of Taylor Delk. There were several 
parties traveling that road on the sarsfle 
night en route home from the Zebulon court.

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WERE THE ZEIGLERS’ FRIENDS 


And the Detectives Arrested Them and 
Brought Them Into Court. | 
Sylvania, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Willie 
and Frank Getzinger were arrested at 
Zeigler’s Station this afternoon by Detec- 
tives Frank Morris and Beauregard 
Jenkins, and brought into Sylvania on the 
train. They are charged with harboring 
and defending the Zeigler boys. The 
Getzingers are brothers, and both young 
men. They do a mercantile business at

The detectives say that Frank Getzinger 
drew a shotgun when ordered to give him- 
eelf up, but lowered it when a pistol was 
pointed at him. Getzinger denies that he 
drew the gun, but passengers on the train 
say that things were right lively in the 
store for a few moments. 

When breught to Sylvania they gave 
bond, and were released. A pistol was 
found concealed on Willie Gentzinger, and 
at the special term of the county court 
held tonight he pleaded guilty to carrying 
concealed weapons, and was fined $50 and 
costs, which he paid. 

Gentzinger made a statement, in which 
he said he was postmaster at Zeigler, and 
had the pistol as a protection when around 
the office. 

The People’s Press, the populist paper 
here, in an editorial, commends the Zeiglers 
very highly for being such good and law- 
abiding citizens as to give themselves up 
to the officers of the law after: seven 
months. It denies that detectives had any- 
thing ‘to do with their surrender; calls the 
former blood-thirsty money hunters, and 
says they can now shake the dust of 
Screven off their feet, as they are not 
needed here.

Thousands of Excursionists Will Go 


Decoration Day. 

Americus, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—The 
railroads entering Americus will bring a 
crowd of 10,000 people, mostly colored, here 
tomorrow, and during the day the Central 
railroad will run traing hourly to Ander- 
sonville cemetery. The memorial, services 
there will be in charge of Jones post, Grand 
Army of the Republic, of Macon and will be 
quite interesting. The Georgia and Alabama 
railway will provide a special train, hand- 
somely decorated, for the exclusive use 
of the Colony post, of Fitzgerald, the new 
colony town. Thousands of negroes go to 
Andersonville on these occasions, though 
comparatively few go to the national cem- 
etery, preferring to spend the day among 
the lunch stands around the railroad depot. 

Arthur Glover, a well-known young farm- 
er living near Americus, was the victim of 
a serious accident today. He was riding a 
mule from the field, carrying a grain cra- 
dle in his arms. The animal threw young 
Glover, who fell upon the razor-like blade 
of the cradle and was seriously cut in sev- 
eral places.

Commissioner Nesbitt Back from Augusta, 
Explains the Postponement. 


THE CHICAGO SHOW OFF 


Other States Did Not Come Up as Was 
Expected—Georgia Was Ready 
To Do Her Part.

Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt 
came back yesterday from Augusta, where 
he had been in attendance upon the meet- 
ing of the commissioners from the south- 
ern states for the Southern States exposi- 
tion, which was to have been hefi in 
Chicago during the coming fall. 

‘“‘We were all very much disappointed,” 
said Colonel Nesbitt, “at the turn affairs 
took which made it necessary for us to 
temporarily abandon the idea of the ex- 
position. When I went to Augusta I felt 
very much encouraged at the progress of 
affairs, and was extremely disappointed 
when I saw, as did all of the commis- 
s:oners present at the meeting, that we 
would have to give the idea up. 

“Georgia was all right, and would have 
made a splendid showing. We have been 
organizing exposition clubs all over the 
state, and had the other states been as 
well prepared as Georgia the scheme 
would have been a complete success. When 
Wwe got together, however, and conrpared 
notes, we found that with the exception 
of Georgia and one or two other southern 
States, the progress had been very uns- 
Satisfactory. Tennessee, Which at the 
first meeting in Chicago had been very 
enthttsiastic about the ‘exposition, had 
backed completely out. Major Thomas, of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, who had been an ardent promoter 
of the enterprise. found that he would 
have to give all his spare time and en- 
thusiasm to the Tennessee Centennial 
project, and other prominent Tennesseeans 
were in the same fix. Besides this, the 
fact that this year is the year of the 
presidential election militated against the 
exposition, and when we had gone over 
the whole situation’ we found that in the 
limited time at our command it. could not 
be carried to a successful issue. 

“Tt still hope,’ continued Colone! Nesbitt, 
‘that the scheme will be revived next year, 
when the people will not be given up so 
entirely to politics. It of course rests with 
the Chicago people as to whether the 
movenrent will be kept alive until that 
time, but I, for one, believe that the idea 
will. vet be carried out. If the thee ever 
comes to revive the tdea, and I believe it 
will, Georgia will be ready as she was 
this time to bear her part in a creditable 
manner and to make an exhibit second to 
none of the southern states.”’

Charleston, 8S. C., May 29.—Representa- 
tives of the Security Construction Com- 
pany returned to the city from New York 
this morning, having drawn up contracts 
there for the building of a line of road 
from Charleston to Allendale at once, and 
for the ultimate construction of. 175 miles 
of road further west. 

The enterprise is a big one and only 
wants the indorsement of the construction 
company’s directors, which is certain to 
be given, to be put into, operation. The 
deal means much more than the mrere 
building of the road to Allendale. The 
Port Royal and Augusta, the Port Royal 
and. Western Carolina roads, owned by 
Messrs. Thomas and Ryan, and the Green- 
wood, Anderson and Western, with its ex- 
tension now in coufse of construgtion, are 
to be consolidated with the new line. When 
the new system is completed it will own 
and operate together in the interest of 
Charleston over six hundred miles of rails. 
It is proposed to have the road to Allen- 
dale completed before the first of No- 
vember, the contract for construction, 
which has been given to Megsrs. Strong & 
Co., of New York, calling for’ it to be 
finished in 120 days.

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The Secretary Answers Some Ques- 
tions. 

Secretary Smith’s Macon speech was 
“uneventful,” except in one or two par- 
ticulars, but those exceptions are worth 
noting. A gentleman in the audience 
asked this questio®&: “Why did you ad- 
vocate the free coinage of silver a few 
years ago?’ 

The reply of the secretary is interest- 
ing as to the methods he resorts to in 
order to inform his mind on such ques- 
tions as the money issue. He said: 
“Because I had been reading foolish 
forrespondence in the newspapers.” 

Putting this frank answer side by side 
with Mr. Hooper Alexander’s equally 
frank comment on the secretary’s cele- 
brated letter to Colonel Peek, we proba- 
bly have a complete history of the secre- 
tary’s development as an eminent au- 
thority on finance. 

It will be borne in mind that Mr. 
Hooper Alexander, in commenting on 
the secretary’s letter to Colonel Peek, 
which was reprinted recently at an em- 
barrassing moment, remarked with some 
energy that “it was a fool letter.” This 
strong idiom will bear but one construc- 
tion—it was a fool’s letter. 

Now, Mr. Smith admitted at Macon 
that he was an advocate of free coinage 
“because he had been reading foolish 

“Sorrespondence in the newspapers.” 
This statement would be rather a cloudy 
one but for the light thrown on the 
situation by Mr. Hooper Alexander’s 
energetic comment on Secretary Smith’s 
‘orrespondence with Colonel Peek, which | 
was published in the secretary’s own 
newspaper. 

This, then, was the “foolish cor- 
respondence” that caused the secretary 
to advocate free coinage! Follow, if you 
can, the processes of this remarkable 
phenomenon of evolution. Here was a 
man in the full vigor of manhood aspir- 
ing to be a leader in democratic coun- 


cils. He writes a letter advocating the Sie dt on EA Mieeee ty one of the 
free coinage of silver and denounci a . ‘ . died natural deaths all lived to be a hun- 
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get hold of the performance that he 
prints it in his newspaper before it 
reaches Colonel Peek by mail. And then, 
marvelous to relate! its arguments are 
so convincing, and its appeals are so 
touching that it actually converts the 
secretary himself, and he becomes an 
advocate of free coinage! 

We have heard of authors weeping or 
laughing over the fate and fortunes of 
the characters they create; but we have 
never before heard of a politician who 
was converted by his own arguments. 

At another point in his Macon speech, 
Secretary Smith was asked: “Is not 
Judge Crisp as patriotic as you are?’ 
The reply was, “I am not a candidate for 
senator.” 

This must have left everybody very 
much at sea. On this question of pa- 
triotism, the large audience, composed 
mainly of free coinage men, must have 
walked home in the dark. If there-were 
any ladies present, we Know they are 
just dying of curiosity. Just compare 
the question and the answer. “Is not 
‘Judge Crisp as patriotic as you are?’ 
“I am not a candidate for senator.” 

What is the inference to be drawn 
from this? Are we to conclude that be- 
cause Secretary Smith is not a candi- 
date for senator (for reasons perfectly 


patriotic than Judge Crisp, who is a 
candidate for senator because the people 
want him to be a candidate? Or, on the 
other hand, is Judge Crisp more patriotic 
that Secretary Smith, who,’ holding a 
cabinet positi and drawing a salary 
from the peopte’s treasury, is, neverthe- 
less, going about the country arguing in 
favor of the gold standard—and this, in 
the face of the fact that, only a few 
months ago in a public speech in At- 
Janta, he declared that the gold stand- 
ard is “unwise and dangerous,” “calcu- 
lated -to contract the currency, and, by 
contracting the currency, check indus- 
tries and turn honest men out of places?” 

It is a pity that Secretary Smith didn’t 
pause to shed some necessary light on 
these matters. 
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Li Hung Chang. 

Since the days of Confucius no China- 
man has risen to a higher eminence than 
Li Hung Chang, the celebrated diplomat 
and statesman of the Chinese empire. 

At the recent coronation of the Russian 
ezar, Which drew together the crowned 
heads of Europe and other lands. con- 
verting Moscow for the time being into a 
Mecca of the\nations, Li Hung Chang 
was one of the distinguished visitors, 


| perhaps the most conspicuous center of 
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attraction. , 

Interest in the personality of this cele- 
brated Chinese diplomat was due less, 
perhaps, to the oriental customs and pe- 
culiarities which he brought along with 
him than to those inherent qualities of 
leadership which have made him one of 
the most commanding figures of mod- 
ern times. 

In his tour around the world, General 
Grant was deeply impressed with the 
conversation which he held with Li 
Hung Chang, and, in placing an esti- 
mate upon his character as a statesman, 
ranked him with such men as Gladstone 
and Bismarck. 

It is not to be denied that Li Hung 
Chang has been the moving force of the 
Chinese empire for the last twenty-five 
or thirty years. Notwithstanding the 
ignominious defeats which China sus- 
tained a few months back in the war 
which she @urried on with Japan, the 
reputation of her greatest statesman was 
not in the least impaired, for the simple 
reason that it only contirmed the aggres- 
sive policy which he had urged upon the 
empire for years. 

As a result of the war with Japan and 
the disastrous consequences which that 
struggle entailed upon the nation, China 
has shaken off the lethargy in which she 
has slept for centuries and bids fair to 
start upon a fresh career of progress. 
Though it was at the expense of her 
national pride, as well as of her treasury, 
to pay over to Japan the enormous sum 
of $30,000,000, In addition to the loss of 
treasure and life which she had sustained 
as the actual cost of the War, it was just 
what China needed to arouse her to a 
sense of her own weakness and de- 
pendence. 

Within the next few months Li Hung 
Chang will.make a visit to America for 
the purpose of investigating more thor- 
oughly our democratic system of govern- 
ment and to study our laws and insti- 
tutions. As the result of this visit to 
America a number of important reforms 
will doubtless be instituted In China. 

America will extend a cordial greet- 
ing to the illustrious statesman of the 
pigtail. : 
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After Thirteen Hundred Years. 

European scholars have been very 
much puzzled of late over a discovery in 
Asia Minor of a handsome volume of the 
four gospels, dating as far back as the 
sixth century. 
After a lapse of nearly thirteen hun- 
dred years the volume is still in a splen- 
did state of preservation. Not only is 
the copy complete in every detail, but 
such is the character of its embellish- 
ment that a more expensive and unique 
volume is not to be found in existence. 
Though gorgeously bound in stout ma- 
terial and rendered proof agaist the de- 
structive agencies of time, at least for a 
period beyond which few relics have 
survived, the volume is still more curious 
perhaps in the character of its written 
contents. The pages, which are made 
of the finest quality of vellum, contain 
two columns each. The letters are writ- 
ten in gold and silver. Proper names, 
including those of saints and holy places, 
are written altogether in gold, while the 
rest of the text is in silver. The precious 
metals tsed in the production of this 
quaint volume are as bright and free 
from tarnish as if the ingenious work- 
manship had just been executed. 
Several years must have been con- 
sumed by the patient and laborious pen- 
man who undertook to accomplish this 
stupendous task. Perhaps, as some one 
has suggested, the volume is a labor 
of love and may represent the long and 
tedious years of solitude which its au- 
thor spent behind the walls of some old 
monastery. 
The volume was found among the 


tinople only a few days ago. 

The Russian government has secured 
possession of the volume -and will place 
it in the Russian National museum for 
safe keeping among other rare and vyal- 
uable curios. 
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St. Louis’ Recent Storm. 

If a disaster so terrible as that of 
the recent cyclone which swept over the 
city of St. Louis a few days ago can pos- 
sibly bring forth the least good, in the 
midst of so much desolation and death, 
the generous words of sympathy which 
have come from the newspapers of the 
country, regardless of section or politics, 
may be considered as the mitigating 
feature of that disaster. 

The heart of the nation beats in sym- 
pathy for the stricken queen of the 
Mississippi valley. 

Such a spectacle of suffering as the 
storm has wrought in St. Louis is al- 
together unfamiliar to those of us who 
reside in this section and who can form 
no idea of the destitution which such a 
disaster involves. In addition to the 
loss Of hundreds of human lives, the 
destruction of property will doubtless 
range far up into the millions. ’ 7 

But while a tidal wave of sympathy 
has set in toward St. Louis, there will be 
no general movement of a practical kind 
among other cities to remove the suffer- 
ing which has been caused by the storm. 
This is due to the fact that St. Louis is 
one of the leading cities of the land and 
a center of great wealth. Should a move- 
ment of this kind be wndertaken she 
would doubtless discourage it in the be- 
ginning, as she is amply able with her 
own resources to meet tlie demands of 
the situation. s 

Such was not the case when the storm 
Swept over the little town of Sherman, 
Tex., a few days ago, nor when the 
drought of 1894 converted the state of 
Nebraska into a parched and burning 
desert. In each of, these cases help was 
needed from external sources in order 
to relieve the suffering which these 
frightful visitations produced. 

Before leaving the subject of this 
frightful yisitation it may be well to 
call attention to the fact that the present 
year has been pregfiant with disasters 
of this kind. What produces these fear- 
ful storms, or rather what cause has 
operated to render them so destructive in 
recent years? 

Perhaps the answer. to this question is 
found in the serious inroads which the 
ax has made upon the American forest. 
In opposing a barrier against the over- 
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and next to the young czar himself was 
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| land storms the forest has served as a 


most valuable protection to the towns 
and cities of the continent, The wiping 
away of the forests, therefore, for the 
purpose of obtaining fuel and lumber, 
has doubtless served in a measure to In- 
crease the fury of the cy¢lone and to 
render its mission more dangerous and 
destructive. _ 

In this connection, attention may also 
be called to the fact that science has not 
yet been able to predict these storms 
with anything like absolute precision. 
If the storm is predicted at all, it is us- 
ually for quite a wide area, and no 
one ean tell with any degree of approxi- 
mation where its destructive force will 
be expended. If reports are correct, St. 
Louis received no warning of the terrible 
eyclone that swept down upon her last 
Wednesday. Had she been favored with 
even the slight intimation, she would 
doubtless have been able, at least in a 
measure, to protect herself. 

Our signal service has much in its 
favor, but there is still room for decided 
improvements, At the same time, while 
this defect is being covered, it might be 
well to study these cyclones a little more 
fully and ascertain, if possible, how the 
destruction which they entail can be 
prevented. 
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The “Timidity” of Capital. 

Those of our readers who have an op- 
portunity to see The New York Finan- 
cial Chronicle must be struck by the 
vicious suggestions it makes in regard to 
the so-called failure of capital to come to 
the south. Representing the greed of 
the most avaricious class the world has 
ever seen, The Chronicle’s main argu- 
ment in favor of the gold standard is in 
the nature of an appeal to selfish inter- 
ests in the south. : 

The Chronicle, it will be remembered, 
printed a long editorial advising the 
moneyed interests of the north and east 
to put their hands in their pockets, buy 
up southern sentiment and turn the sil- 
ver tide in favor of the gold standard. 
The proposition was not as bold as that; 
it was couched in more diplomatic lan- 
guage; but that was the plain meaning. 
The south is poor, suggested The Chron- 
icle; there is a great lack of capital 
there; and if the interests that favor the 
gold standard expect to be able to do 
any Solid campaign work in that section, 
now is the time. 

The Chronicle made haste to modify 
its statement when it discovered the ef- 
fect it was having on the thinking men 
of the south; but it now returns to the 
subject and declares, in effect, that if 
the south continues to oppose the gold 
standard, it will be deprived of capital. 
It declares that moneyed men are al- 
ready “‘shy’’ of sending capital to the 
south; and then, after showing that 
some of the best men in the south are 
opposed to the gold standard, it asks: 
“Is it surprising that there should be a 
lack of capital in the south?’ 

Now behind all this apparently friend- 
ly talk the threat of money intimidation 
stands clearly out. ‘“‘Wall street,” said 
Mr. Cleveland to Governor Oates, of Ala- 
bama, “ha the treasury by. the leg.” 
“Gentlemen of the south,” says The Fi- 
nancial Chronicle, ‘‘the money interest 
has the country by the throat and if you 
oppose its purposes, it will deprive your 
section of capital. We are in the saddle. 
We have control of the money of the 
country, and of all the sources of money 
supply, and ff you dare to oppose us 
you must take the consequences.” 

The Chronicle is probably right in sug- 
gesting that the “great body of capital- 
lists at the north” hold the weal of the 
south and of the rest of the country in 
the palms of their hands, so far as the 
present supply of capital is concerned. 
But they have acquired this great power 
only by means of the single gold stand- 
ard, and this system the people propose 
to abolish. That is why the great body 


gradually enlarged, so that the money 
power would no longer be able to control 
it, and then the big bankers and money 
dealers would’ be shorn of their power 
for mischief. 

With silver restored, no “great aes 
capitalists’ at the north or any‘where 
else would be able to say to any part of 
the country, “Vote as we dictate, or, by 
the golden god that we worship, you shall 
have no capital.” 

This is the threat behind The Financial 
Chronicle’s fine words. It is sandwiched 
between politeness and friendliness, and 
plentifully sprinkled with sugar, but.the 
honest voters of the south are pretty 
plainly told that “their stamch friends 
at the north” will refuse to allow capital 
to come in this direction if they do not 
indorse the gold standard. 

The Constitution is able to speak for 
a larger body of southern people thap 
any newspaper in this coyntry, and we 
plainly tell The New York Financial 
Chronicle that the voters of this section 
despise such threats from any source at 
any time. They have been heard be- 
fore. They were dinned into our ears 
during the reconstruction period. The 
ery then was: “If you want northern 
capital to build up your waste places, 
submit to negro rule, Give the-carpet- 
baggers a chance.” 

And so all the way through. Talk 
about timid capital! Why when the 
greed of its owners is involved it. comes 
to the front with horns, hoofs and a 
forked tail, but it never has been able to 
bulldoze the honest voters of the south, 
and it never will be able to do so unless 
they are now misled and deceived into 
voting to sustain the single gold stand- 
ard. 

That is the issue that now confronts 
tem, and on it depends the welfare, 
happiness and prosperity of the people. 


Poor Mr. Watterson is now in gay 
Paree. We trust his campaign for 
Cleveland and gold in that capital is not 
such as to exhaust his vital forces. 

It is now said that Quay wasn’t in- 
vited to Canton.

All over the east and north the politi- 
cians are waking up to the fact that the 
opponents of the gold gtandard will con- 
trol the Chicago convention, make the 
platform and name the candidate. Even 
Colonel Brice admits it. The Constitu- 


tion could say, “We told you so” to all 
this; but we reserve this for November 
next; when the returns are all in and 
the people know they have elected a free 
coinage man for president. 


What will McKinley do without the 
tariff issue this year? He will surely be 
in a hole.

Mr.. McKinney, who is hale and hearty, 
will celebrate his eightieth birthday on 
the 17th proximo. He is still in active 
business, and is chairman of the Scioto 
county jury commission. The sermon will 
be delivered by Rev, Forest E. Evans, of 
Pride, Ross county, and it will be follow- 
ed by a basket picnic in the grove. Mr. 
McKinney says that he has come to the 
conclusion that it is no use to preach a 
sermon to a dead body. He desires to 
listen to his own sermon, He also wants 
his remains cremated. 


Mr. E. D. L. Mobley, who is known to 
many people in this state, having resided 
in Atlanta for a number of years, is the 


hero of an interesting war story which is, 


published in the columns of one of the 
Arkansas papers. The particulars are as 
follows: The battle of Shiloh, begun early 
Sunday morning, April 6, 1862, had raged 
with impetuous fury all through the day, 
the federals being stubbornly driven from 
one. position to another. Entrenching 
themselves finally in a strong position, 
signalized since as ‘“The Hornets’ Nest,”’ 
Colonel Fagan, commanding the First Ar- 
kansas, was ordered to charge the enemy. 
Right gallantly the boys obeyed, only to 
be decimated in the terrible onslaught 
and recoil.

When the lines had been restored 
the colonel was seen riding up with the 
lost colors, the same having been restored 
to him by some private of the command. 
Waving the taitered and bloody emblem 
as he rode in front of his lines, Colonel 
Fagan announced his purpose of renew- 
ing the assault and asked: “Who will 
volunteer to take this flag and carry it 
into the very jaws of death?’ For a mo- 
ment there was an ominous silence. It 
was an invitation to death; a summons 
that might well challenge the stoutest 
heart after the terrible reverse of a short 
half-hour previous, There was, perhaps, 
not a man of tthe Spartan band who would 
have failed to respond, but to the credit 
of Dave Mobley be it said that he boldly 
stepped forward, stuck his bayonet in the 
ground, received the colors and carried 
thyem gloriously, if not triumphantly, 
through the dreadful ordeal. The second 
assault failed, but not until the regiment 
had lost nearly tvery color-bearer and 
nearly half its fighting strength.

At the age of ningty-three years Dr. 
Charles Frederick rman Wilgohs, of 
Doylestown, O., a village twelve miles from 
Akron, is still engaged in the practice: of 
medicine, He believes ‘himself to be, and 
probably is, the oldest physician in active 
practice in America. He has the appear- 
ance of a man of sixty, reads the news- 
paper without the aid of glasses and eats 
three hearty meals each day. Though an 
habitual smoker, he never acquired the 
habit until he was fifty years old. At that 
time he smoked a cigar to relieve a tooth- 
ache and thus acquired the habit. As re- 
gards the use of liquor, Dr. Wilgohs is very 
temperate. He attributes his longevity to 
heredity and to careful regularity in all his 
habits of life. He says that for 300 years 
the male members of his family who have 


ing himself. Dr. Wilgohs was born in the 
province of Schleswig-Holstein, near the 
city of Kiel, then a part of Denmark, in 
1803, His father was health officer of the 
province, but when the country was in dis- 
pute took up arms against the Danish king 
and was oOutlewed. Later he entered the 
German army : ud fought against Napoleon, 
being killed in battle. His son, the subject 
of this sketch, was educated at Rastatt, and 
served on the hospitul corps of a Polish 
army in the Russia-Poland war. He came 
to America in 1830 and settled at Schenec- 
tady, N. Y. Several years later he went to 
Ohio. He met his present wife when she 
was six years o]d, and often held her on 
his knee when he visited her sick father. 
She is now sixty-one years old. Dr. Wil- 
gohs says he will not think of death before 
he reaches the century mark. 


Several years ago Bishop Phillips Brooks, 
in cne of his brilliant and powerful ser- 
mons, made a plea for American citizen- 
ship which strikingly approves the action 
of congress in restricting the foreign pau- 
per immigration. ‘“‘No nation,’’ said he, 
‘as no man, has a right to take possession 
of a choice bit of God's earth to exclude 
the foreigner from its territory that it 
may live more comfortably and be a lit- 
tle more at peace. But if to this particu- 
lar nation there has been given the de- 
velopment of a certain part of God’s earth 
for universal purposes; if the world, 
in the great march of centuries, is going 
to be richer for the development of a cer- 
tain national character, built up by a 
larger type of maftihood here, then, for 
the world’s sake, for the sake of every 
nation that would pour in upon us that 
which would disturb that development, we 
have a right to stand guard over it. We 
are to develop here in America a type of 
national character, we believe. for which 
the world is to be richer always. It may 
be the ‘last experiment for God’s wander- 
ing humanity upon earth. We have a 
right to stand guard over the condition 
of that experiment, letting nothing inter- 
fere with it, drawing into it the richness 
that is to come by the entrance of many 
men from many nations, and they in sym- 
pathy with our constitution and laws."

In France, Great Britain, Austria, Bel- 
gium, Holland, and even Germany, no such 
power is known as that which Mr. Cleve- 
land has exercised at his discretion, to 
borrow hundreds of miilions of dollars on 


_the nation’s credit and spend them as he 


pleases. Great Britain passed that stage 
in despotism when the parliament cut off 
the head of Charles I for doing it. We 
haven’t got quite so far in parliamentary 
evolution as England did in the seventeenth 
century. Our king can levy taxes at his 
pleasure by simply immersing the na- 
tion in debt, and leaving who pleases 
to pay. He has a much more convenient 
method than the Stuarts had. If Charles I 
could have borrowed money from the Lon- 
don bankers to the tune of nearly a hun- 
dred million a year, he never would have 
bothered himself about ship mroney, but 
could have raised and supported as big an 
army and navy as he pleased and made 


‘short work of Cromwell and his Iron- 


sides. Any despot might well say: “Give 
me the money of a nation, and I don’t care 
who makes its laws."”” ~ 

The backwardness of the American peo- 
ple in their ideas of constitutional govern- 
ment could not be better illustrated than 
by the reception which Senator Butler’s 
proposition met in congress. It provided a 
protection to tlie taxpayer which 
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the British people have enjoyed for over | 
200 years, and which all other European 
peoples have since secured. It forbade the 
executive to issue bonds without the ex- 
press authority of congress for each issue, 
It is an elementary feature of every free 
institution on the globe. It was embodied 
in our own constitution, but has been sur- 
rendered by our congress, for the first time 
since the foundation of the republic, to the 
present executive. 

Yet this simple proposal was met in the 
senate with a storm of such indignation 
as might have been expected if the very 
foundation of the republic had been at- 
tacked. Senator Hill, of New York, de- 
clared it was dowrright repudiation. Sen- 
ator Baker, of Kansas, said it meant bank- 
ruptey or ruin. Senator Hawley, of Con- 
necticut, went into a perfect frenzy. of 
anger and cried: “This is repudiation, this 
is bankruptcy, this is dishonor, this is in- 
famy.’’ Senstor Lodge, of Massachusetts. 
said the senate would disgrace itself if it 
passed such a measure; but that fortunate- 
ly the house would defeat it, or the presi- 
dent would veto it. There was much pas- 
sion displayed on both sides of the question, 
and the ancient Sherman, of Ohio, arose 
to pour oil on the trvubled waters of the 
debate. ite said the senate was a serene 
body of old men, who are capable of calmly 
and placidly weighing questions judicially, 
and he forthwith proceeded to illustrate his 
own placidity and calmness by denouncing 
the bill as a “‘crime,’’ ‘‘a violation of pub- 
lic faith,’”’ which was as disgraceful as any 
violation of private faith.

At the instance of Henry Seymour, Mr. 
Clark, member of parliament, asked the 
home secretary today in the house of com- 
mons whether the lord chief justice had 
intimated to him that Mrs. Maybrick ought 
to be released, and if so, whether he would 
appoint a commission of inquiry similar 
to that appointed in the case of the convict 
Jessie McLachlan. The home _é secretary 
said, in reply, that he had received an 
instruction of the nature stated in the 
question, and having *given the subject 
his most careful consideration, he was 
convinced that the course he had felt it 
his duty to adopt was right. He, there- 
fore, had no intention to appoint a com- 
mission of inquiry, nor if he had the power, 
would he have any desire to do s¢. 

On this announcement Henry Seymour 
was interviewed, and he said that the po- 
sition of affairs was simply that on the 
question of Mrs. Maybrick’s guiit a distin- 
guished legal authority like the lord chief 
justice and the home secretary, who is 
not a lawyer, are diametrically opposed in 
their opinions, the former believing in her 
innocence, while the latter holds the con- 
trary opinion.- It was this difference be- 
tween the legal doctors that he wished to 
have clearly brought out in asking Dr. 
Clark to interrogate the home secretary. 
The home office has bungled from the out- 
set and naturally it will not stultify it- 
self. 

“Do you believe that the home office 
has secret evidence which justifies its ac- 
tion?’’ 

“I do not. Lord Salisbury replied to the 
American petitioners a few years ago to 
the effect that the secretary of state had 
such evidence, but what that evidence is

But report has it that Mr. Harrity takes 
avite a different view of his dimensions.

ATTORNEY HODEN DISCUSSES THE VERDICTS 


He Says if He Is Not Given a New 
Trial Before Judge Beck He Will 
Carry the Case Up. 


Old Tayler Delk and his son, Tom Delk, 
will not swing from the gallows on June 
18th. 

A motion for a new trial has already been 
made, and argument will be hear before 
Judge Marcus Beck in Jackson on June 2d, 

If a new trial ig not granted by Judge 
Beck the cases of the father and son will 
be taken to the supreme court, in which 
event sentence will be suspanded until a 
decision is reached. 

Taylor and Tom Delk are now in the Ful- 
ton county jail, where they will remain 
pending the action of the courts. A special 
guard has been placed about the noted 
prisoners and all escape has been made 
impossible. The cells in which the men 
are ecnfired are inspected four times daily 
and every safeguard has been thrown 
around them. , . 

The attorneys of the Delks are thoroughly 
satisfied with the verdicts returned by the 
Pike county juries, and say that there will 
not be the slightest difficulty in securing 


another trial. 

“I know almost beyond the shadow of a 
dcubt that old Taylor Delk was not at the 
house on the night Sheriff Guynn was kill- 
ed,” said Attorney Haden yesterday, “yet 
he was railroaded through the courts in a 
few hours, and he was not given the slight- 
est possible chance to defend himself by 
having witnesses. 

“It was the same way in the case of Tom 
Delk. for he was tried and was cunvicted 
before his counsel could reach the court- 
house. We will argue the motion for a new 
trial on next Tuesday in Jackson, and if 
we do not get a new trial we will prompt- 
ly take the case to the supreme court.’’ 

Colonel Denson was in Alabama when the 
was called in Zebulon, but he wired the 
court to wait his arrival, which was only 
a few hours off. When Colonel Denson 
reached Zebulon the jury had found a ver- 
dict and the sentence of death was being 
pronounced upon the young criminal. 

Delk’s Attorney Talks. 

Mr. Charles J. Haden, who was retained 
as counsel for the Delks, was seen yester- 
day, and he said there would be no hang- 
ing on the 19th of June, as the last court 
would be appealed to before the two men 
should be hanged, 

“I would have preferred to say nothing 
in regard to this case for public print 
pending the hearing of the motion for a 
rew trial on June 2d, but for the refer- 
ence made to Colonel Denson and myself 
in Judge Beck’s interview this mosning. 
Our connection with the case occurred in 
this way: When Taylor Delk heard that 
Colonel Denson had moved to A.lanta he 
sent for him, and the message came just 
as Colonel Denson was leaving for Ala- 
bama, and like all in that state who know 
him, Delk had a high regard for his great 
legal ability. I went at once to the sta- 
tion house and explained to Delk that Colo- 
nel Denson was in Alabama, He returned 
about three days later, but before he had 
time to call on Delk Mr. Moyers brought 
Colonel Denson a second message trom 
Delk requesting that he call. 

“After two interviews with Delk, we told 
him that we would inveStigate the case 
and let him know whether we would under- 
take it or not. Delk had im his possession 
a letter from Governor AtKinson, dated 
May 2d, assuring him of protection, and 
ot a fair and impartial triai, if he would 
strrendaer, Velk’s staterments and the coi- 
lateral Llucts indicated clearly that Jelk’s 
intentions w2re to surrender and that he 
had tried to do so more than once but 
Owing to a dread of lynching, he. had 
Waited tor a suler moment. | urged Gov- 
ernor Atkinson to use his influence with 
the judge and solicitor to obtain a change 
or venue, OF al least 10 get a postpone- 
ment. if the continuance to the tail term 
of the court could not be had, then to 
pesipone the speciai term at least sixty 
days to give pubiic feeling time to calm. 
Governor Atkinson expressed a willingness 
to do what he coulda, but questioned the 
wisdom of his writing to Judge Beck on the 
subject but stated that he would like to 
have a tafk with the judge about ct. About 
two days afterwards I learned that Judge 
Beck had just been in tne city. 1 imme- 
diately calied up Governor AtKsnson over 
the telephone and in the conversation he 
Said that Judge Beck had told him that he

Public Sentiment Against Them. 


“The next day I went uown to Concord 
and Zebulon to, investigate the state of 
Public feeling and to leann as far as possi- 
ble what testimony would be produced in 
the case. I talked to a number of citizens, 
829me of them being prominent in Pike 
county, and explained to each of them that 
my purpose was to know whether or not 
the Delks could be safely and fairly tried 
and if so would they be safe in the coun- 
ty if acquitted. The majority of them ex- 
pressed doubis on these points and I be- 
lheve that without a single exception all 
Stated that if they were acquitted a lynch- 
ing would follow. 

“Upon returning Colonel Denson and I 
had a conference ‘with Governor Atkinson 
and Attorney General Terrell in which we 
earnestly requested their influence in be- 
half of a change of venue or a continuance. 

e endeavored to emphasize the fact that 
Governor Atkinson’s letter to Taylor Delk 
Was a specific pledge in addition to the 
Sworn duty of officers of the state to give 
every accused citizen a fair and impartial 
trial. Both the governdr and the attorney 
general were disposed to leave the matter 
Wholly with the local authorities. Gover- 
— Atkinson told us that Judge Beck had 
cated to him in his conversation that 

om Delk would be tried first, and fhat the 
judge would be in Zebulon at least one day 
(Monday) before either of the Delks would 


wanted, there being an important crim- | 


inal case ahead of the case against the 
Delks, and that the judge could then de- 
termine whether or not the public feeling 
would admit of the trial or not. In the face 
of this, we certainly had reason to ex- 
bect that with the two murder trials ahead 
of the case against Taylor Delk, the 
trial of the latter wuold not be reached 
earlier than Wednesday evening or Thurs- 
day morning. Taylor Delk eaid that his 
relatives would be in Atlanta in a day or 
two and would arrange with Colonel Den- 
son to undertake the defense, but for some 
reason they did not come. 
Up to this point Colonel Denson had 
hever obligated himself to go into the case. 
court at Gadsden, Ala., met cn last 
Monday, and one of the first cases on the 
docket was one of the greatest importance, 
in which Colonel Denson was engaged in 
behalf of one of his best friends and oldest 
clients, and in which a large sum was in- 
volved. He thought it unwise to take the 
chances of getting a postponement in the 
Alabama courts without first being on the 
Spot. He went there Sunday night, leav- 
ing instructions with me to wire him im-

No Prepared Programme, but the Rou- 
tine Work Presented. 


TEACHING PRINCIPLE OF CAUSE AND EFFECT 


Fond Mothers Watch Their Little Ones 
Mingle Work with Play—The 
Bad Boy in Evidence. 


Just at this season, when so many ‘sweet 
girl graduates” are being turned vut of so 
many schools, commencament exercises lose 
their novelty. It is wéll enough to hear the 
sirl who recites, pour out her woefui tale 
about the curfew bell, and “When Nellie 
Went Away” once or twice, but when it 
becomes a daily occurrence for a week or 
two, it becomes a bit monotonous, to say 
the least. 

In strange contrast to the fixed pro- 
grammes of the usual commencement ex- 
ercises were the final exercises of the At- 
lanta Free Kindergarten Association, held 
yétserday moguing at the little school room 
at No. 49 Magnolia sireet. 

It was a sight of unusual novelty to see 
the thirty little children, too young to go 
to the regular schools, perform their regu- 
lar exercises without frills or “urbelows, 

The exercises of the morning were such 


unexplained, and expect a reason from 


| their pupils for everything that happens. it 


is surprising how readily the young minds 
grasp the situation and give the proper an- 
swers to questions asked. 

One of the principles adopted at this in- 
teresting mission schoo) is never to crowd 
the mind of the child with speculative facts. 
Nature's laws are followed closely, and the 
children are never tired out or given lessons 
to learn which are too hard for them. 

The games are full of interest. All of the 
play is carried on with the assistance of 
music, and the little ones sing as they 


play. The first game yesterday was called. 


“shoemakers.” The teachers asked the 
members of the class who were sitting in 
little chairs arranged in a circle, how many 
would like to be shoemakers. 

About ten hands flew up, but twice as 
many failed to come. With the ten the 
shcemakers’ gamne began. Each little boy 
and girl pretended to be very busily en- 
g2ged sewing shoes and.the piano was play- 
ed in order that they could stitch in unison. 
Finally, when the chorus began and each 
one of the “‘shoemakers’”’ began to hamme: 
the soles of their imaginary shoes with a 
hammer, to the tune of rat-a-tat-tat, the 
remaining twenty could not resist the 
temptation, and they, too, joined in. 

Games Are Popular. 

Another game was called “grass hop- 
pers,”’ and five volunteers,.who were wilil- 
ing to be the grass hoppers, crouched on 
the floor in imitation of the insect. ‘Then 
the piana began, and the others all around 
the ring, began to sing: 


“Five little grass hoppers sitting on the 
floor; 
One hopped away, and that left four.” 


As soon as the second line was sung the 
mamma grass hopper, or brother or sister 
grass hopper, as the case might be, hopped 
away into another room, 


“Four little grass hoppers sitting on a tree: 
One hopped away, and that left three,”’ 


was then sung, and another hopped away. 
This kept up until all of the grass hoppers 
had hopped away, then those remaining in 
the circle sang: 


‘Five little grass hoppers all hopped away, 
But they will hop back some other day.’’ 


And back they all came, hopping and hav- 
ing a good time. Every one of the games 
was popular with the children and they all 
joined in,

No Charges Made. 

No charge is made to any of the pareuts 
of the children, and little ones are taken 
from home where they would be a care dur- 
ing the morning hours, and are entertain- 
ed in the pleasantest manner possiblé and 
instructed as they could never be in a pri- 
vate family except at great expense. 

One notable feature of yesterday’s exer- 
cises was the neat appearance of the little 
children. Although most of them are the 
children of the poorest classes in Atlanta, 
they were as clean.and neat as though 
each of them had a nurse to care for it. 
They were unusually intelligent and bright 
and took the greatest interest in the games. 
Politeness is a virtue which all are taught 
to appreciate. ‘The work and play #re so 
mingled that it is hard to distinguish where 
the one leaves off and the other begins. The 
first work of the day was at the long, nar- 
row table where the different classes are 
taught the simple rules of reason by means 
of toys, blocks, chips, balls, etc. When the 
little ones are given the blocks, etc., they 
are questioned as to their shape, color and 
quality, and they are taught to think for 
themselves and to describe without assis- 
tance all of the qualities of the materials 
inspected. : 

Every Effect Has a Cause. 

Cause. and effect is one of the prime prin- 
ciples taught. The teachers leave nothing

A VACANT CHAIR 
ON POLICE BOARD 


Agitation Among the Commissioners 
Threatened Again. 


BEAUPRIE TO RESIGN MONDAY 


Another Election Will Be Called at 
Once eBfore Council. 


WARRING FACTIONS AGAIN WILL CLASH 


Sexeral Candidates Have Been Men- 
tioned—Major W. J. Kendrick 
May Announce. 


“There's a hoodoo on the police board 
somewhere. It’s a case of controlling power. 
Where the hoodco is or who causes aes 
can’t say, but it’s there and you ‘can’t 


kill it.’’ 

The speaker was a well-known local pol- 
iticlan who was talking of the resignation 
of Police Commissioner Eeauprie. The new 
position, or rather new division of the 
Southern will place Mr. Beauprie in Macon, 
He will take up permanent residence there. 
This will necessitate his withdrawal from 
the police board end will precipitate an- 
other contest before council. 

For the past three years the police board 
hss. been the bone of contention among 
local politicians. Its history during that 
pericd is a series cf flerce battles, and 
about these fights have sprung up maLy 
lasting pclitical feuds. 

With the March election it was thought 
that the problem had at last been solved, 
that order had been restored and that 
there would be mo more wrangling in the 
board. The warring factions seemed paci- 
fied. This agreement, however, it has been 
said, did not come through natural causes, 
but was brought about by the fact that the 
administration faction realized that it was 
in the minority and was forced to yield 
to existing conditions. Chairman Branan 
has been working affairs with clock-like 
regularity. The machinery of the depart- 
ment has been running as smooth as a 
new bicycle and nothing to bring on the 
old rupture was anticipated. 


Will Resign Monday. 
Commissioner Beauprie has made up his 
mind to resign and with this resignation 
will come another struggle before the city 


courcil. 

“Yes,” said the commissioner, “my future 
residence will be in Macon and this change 
will necessitate my withdrawal from the 
board of commissioners. It is a feature of 
the change that had not occurred to me, 
but I see that my resignation will have 
to come. I shall leave for my new duties 
on June ist, and shall prepare my resigna- 
tion for the next session of the council, 
which will take place on Monday. With 
my new work it will be impossible for me 
to continue in the service of the city. This 
I regret very much. I had not looked for- 
ward to leaving the work of commissioner 
so soon. My resignation will be made out 
immediately and will be put before the 
council Monday afternoon.”’ 


When the Election Will Be Called. 


The ainmmnouncement that Commissioner 
Beauprie will withdraw has come with such 
suddenness that no combinations have yet 
been formed. The members of the general 
municipal assembly will fix the time for 
the election. It is possible that a nomina- 
tion will be made Monday afternoon and 
the election will occur then, but it is the 
general opinion that the council will delay 
the election and wait until suitable candi- 
dates have announced. 

Mayor King was seen last night. He 
had just returned from a ftw days’ stay 
in Alabama. 

‘“Yes,’”’ he said, “I have noticed with 
surprise that Mr. Beauprie will resign. I 
have no idea when the election wiil Ye 
called. It will remain with the city council 
to say when they shall elect. I do not 
know when it will be.” 


What of the Result? 


There are all kind of rumors in regard to 
the result. It is said that the Brotherton 
faction will corral its forces and once 
more try to get in the saddle. Since the 
last electicn in March the old English 
faction on the board has counted four 
votes, and the Brotherton faction three. 
Should the new man be of a diffarent polit- 
ical hue from Mr. Beauprie it will change 
corditions entirely. 

No candidates have yet announced, but 
several names are mentioned for the place. 
M2st prominent among these is chat of } 
Major W. J. Kendrick, who was spoken 
of at the last election and who, it is said, 
would have won out had he remained in 
the race. His friends are strongly in favor 
of pushing him again and it is probable 
that he will annoynce. 

The name of Mr. Milt Camp is also sug- 
gested. In a few days candidates will 
spring up and the fight will be on again 
in earnest.

The New York Bank Statement. 
New York, May 29.—The New York Fi- 
marcier says this week: The statement of

The dullness 
was naturally facideht to the final session 
of the week an@ to the advent of a holiday. 
Prices were hard and soft as the feeling 
in wheat was firm and weak. At the close 
a decline was noted, and the undercurrent 
of sentiment favored lower vee, July 
corn opened at 28%c, declined to 27%@28c, 
where it closed—c under yesterday. Cash 
corn was steady with the close nominally 
weak in line with the futures. 

Oats—Business in oats did not vary ma- 
terlally from what it has been. Shorts 
covered some, and holders liquidated, but 
the outside was conspicuous by its ab- 
sence. The tone was a fairly steady one 
at the close. easy and lower. July oats 
closed at 4%@%4c under yesterday. Cash 
oats sold at steady prices, closing nomi- 
nally easy. 

Provisions—On a slight betterment in the 
hog market product improved a little this 
morning, but prices were far from being 
strong. The buying which caused the ad- 
vance Was mainly of provisions already 
sold, and therefore was not substantial.

Chicago, May 29.—There has been a great 
deal of evening up in the markets today, 
bit, from the way they have acted, it 
would appear that holders were more 
nervous regarding their position than 
shorts, as considerable long wheat has 
been liquidated with a disastrous effect on 
prices. There was nothing in the way of 
news that exerted any influence. Liver- 
pool closed firm at %d advance for futures 
and % to 1d up for spot. This rallied the 
market 4c per bushel, but the advance 
was soon lost on a pressure to sell, and 
there was apparently little demand. A 
feature has been the narrowing of the 
July-September spread to about %c. The 
Norhtwest has been a large seller in the 
last day or two on the latter and buyer on 
the former, probably covering short saies 
made the past week, but putting the wheat 
out again for September. There has been 
a fair demand for cash wheat, but, owing 
to ar’ advance of 3%c in lake freight made 
it impossible to work bids. Clearances 
disappointing, only about _ 160,000 
bushels. The fine weather all over the 
country was a bearish factor, as was also 
a report from Michigan that the injury 
to wheat in that state has been greatly 
exaggerated; that, while many fields look- 
ed bare, others ‘looked exceedingly well 
and promised a good yield. But, as stated 
above, the trade was mostly of an evening 
up character, not caring to go over two 
holidays with much of a line, with the 
selling more general than the buying. 

The feeling in corn has been bearish, 
owing to the heavy receipts—6ll cars. This 
indicates that the country has commenced 
to deliver freely. 

Oats were weak in sympathy with other 
grains. 

The advance in provisions yesterday did 
not hold. A large commission house was 
a free seller of ribs—about 1,000,000 pounds, 
and this exerted a very weakening influence 
on the entire line of hog products.

The sales aggregated 64,200 shares, and 
18,510 of these were in Sugar, which sold 
down and fluctuated between 12314, 124, 122%, 
123, at the close, a loss of % per cent for 
the day. The smallness of the business 
gives an idea to what things have got to 
in Wall street, hardly enough legitimate 
commission business transacted to support 
one of the large brokerage establishments. 
Wall street, though, is still better off 
than the west. The Wall street brokers 
have not been heeding the plaintive cries 
of the western debt-ridden farmers ‘‘for an 
increase of the currency,’ but the shoe is 
beginning to pinch our friends in_ the 
street. 

They will soon find out the cause of the 
trouble now. They are wondering how it 
is that from California to Ohio free coin- 
age delegates are being sent to the Chicago 
democratic convention.* They will learn as 
the people of Illinois, Indiana and Ohio 
have, as they see their business disappear, 
that it is on account of the quantity, not 
quality, of their money, value of their 
properties decline, and in turn they will ask 
for a change of financial policy from 
contraction. The Wall street man is more 
interested today in spite of his most posi- 
tive opinion to the contrary in the remone- 
tization of silver than the western farmer, 
and his position is certainly bad enough. 
The Chicago Herald, in yesterday's issue, 
thus pictures it: 

“There was. never a time when every- 
thing the farmer grows brought as little 
money as af present. 
sensationally low, but corn and oats were 
bringing high prices; hogs and cattle fair 
prices. At present all on the list, without 
any exception, wheat, corn, oats, barley, 
rye, flaxseed, provisions and hogs, are at 
a very low level. Everything the westerner 
has on his farm is going at a discourag- 
ingly low figure.’ 

That the farmer 
cannot afford to buy many luxuries; that 
he cannot pay his debts if he has’ any;

and stagnant. What will the future be 
of railroad securities?

Will the people have lots 
of surplus to invest in them? Will-EBurope 
rush and buy our securities with this dis- 
mal outlook ahead? The stock exchange is 
looking to the nomination of McKinley or 
some other sound money man, and he is 
expected to bring about immediately a 
bright and rosy condition of affairs.

BIG BURGLAR CAUGHT. | 


AN EXCITING CHASE BETWEEN 
AN OFFICER AND A NEGRO. 
Tom Jackson Was Struck by a Rock 
and Lies Insensible in the 
Police Station. 


Tom Jackson, said to be a noted negro 
burglar, was arrested yesterday at noon 
by. Officer Barrett, after having attempted 
to rob a residence in Bellwood. He resist- 
ed arrest, and now lies in a corridor of 
the station house with a cracked skull, as 
the result of the officer’s club and a rock 
thrown by a young man, and is apparently 
in an unconscious condition. 

About noon yesterday Jackson was seen 
to enter the residence of Mrs. N. J. Halls, 
On-Hubbard street, near Bellwood avenue, 
by a young man who lives close by.

The chase was an exciting. one, and 
Officer Tom Barreet; who happened to be 
On @& passing car at the time, also joined 
in the race, but not until the negro had 
been hit on the head with a rock from his 
first pursuer, the missile making an ugly 
wound, from which the blood flowed 
freely. 

It took’ te officer an hour to catch the 
fugitive, who would not surrender until 
he had been pounded over the head with 
a club. 

Jackson was carried to police headquar- 
ters about 1 o'clock, bleeding profusely 
about the head.

Judge Candler Has Tried 127 Felony 
Cases in Seventeen Days. 


COURT MEETS AGAIN MONDAY 


Cases Against Hiram Middlebrooks 
and John Tyler Cooper Will Be 
Heard June 29th. 


Within seventeen days one hundred and 
twenty-seven felony cases, six of which 
were murder cases and one an arson case, 
have been tried in the criminal court. 

Out of this number but two are in the 
Supreme court. The verdicts of guilty in 
the cases of Will Bruce and Arthur Hanye 
Will be argued in the supreme court Mon- 
day morning. The cases will be Called 
among the first and it is expected that but 
a short time will be consumed in. the hear- 
ing before a decision is reached. 

The grand jury has returned only eighty- 
four true bills since the spring term of the 
criminal court was called to order, and of 
this number all but a few have been tried. 

Monday morning the criminal court will 
reconvene and several cases of importance 
will be taken up and disposed of. One of 
the first cases to be heard Monday is the 
charge of perjury against J. J. Rowe, the 
young lawyer who testified that Colonel W. 
C. Glenn spoke to a member of the jury 
in the Will Myers case. Rowe has been 
arrested several times, but his bond was 
forfeited when his trial was reached.- He 
is now in a cell in the county jail, and will 
be on hand Monday morning when his case 
is called in the criminal court. 

Alfred: Craven, the young man ‘charged 
with forging the name of Mr. Hall to a 
check whichawas cashed by the /* Lowry 
Banking Company, will be tried Monday 
morning before Judge Candler. Craven 
was arrested by an officer, and while he 
claimed he was endeavoring to make a set- 
tlement of the matter, he quietly gave the 
officer the slip and escaped. A few days 
later he was arrested in Savannah, and 
Was brought. to Atlanta on a criminal 
Warrant. 

John Tyler Cooper Will Be Tried. 

The trial of ex-Clerk John Tyler Cooper 
will be held on June 29th. 

This case will be set peremptorily next 
Monday morning by Judge Candler. The 
case would have been heard this week, 
but the prosecution was not ready to enter 
into the trial. 

liram Middlebrooks, whose case was to 
have been heard next Monday, will-not be 
tried until June 29th. An investigation is 
now being made into the books and ac- 
counts of the young man, and the prosecu- 
tion will not be ready by Monday. 

Hanye’s Fate in the Balance. 

The fate of Arthur Hanye is still in the 
balance, and not ‘until the supreme court 
takes action will it-be known. 

Argument will be heard in his case be- 
fore the supreme court Monday morning, 
and both the state and the defense ill 
argue the case. r" 

The supreme court will also decide Mon- 
day whether or not Will Bruce will be 
given a new trial. Bruce is charged with 
being an accomplice in the murder of Early 
Beatty, but his case was carried from the 
superior court to the supreme court on a 
bill of exceptions several weeks ago. 

The grand jury will meet Monday next, 
and all jail and bond cases which have re- 
centiy been made will be examined. 

“Every criminal in jail will be tried be- 
fore the first of August,’’ said Solicitor 
Hill yesterday, ‘‘and the jail will be empty 
unless others get in after court adjourns 
the latter part of next month.”’ 

Many Cases Set for Monday. 

In addition to the Craven and Rowe 
cases, a number of others have been set 
for next Jlonday. > 

Among™hose which will be given a hear- 
ing is the case of J. E. Foley, who was a 
conductor on the Atlanta Consolidated 
street cars during the exposition. He is 
charged with having collected many fares 
which were not rung up on the register. 
and the warrant upon which he was ar- 
rested charges him with embezzlement. 

Two cases have been made against Jake 
Marks, the Decatur street merchant, who 
is charged with having misappropriated 
Money with which he was entrusted. 

E. G. Bell, who is charged with black- 
mailing, will be tried Monday. Bell is said 
to have written a letter to M. M. Davis, in 
which he threatened to swear out a war- 
rant against Davis and accuse him of a 
crime unless Davis gave him $25. Davis 
Was not to be entrapped, and immediately 
swore out a warrant charging Bell’ with 
blackmail, The case promises to be very in- 
teresting. 


Is Johnson the Murderer? 


Cc, CC. Johnson, now in jail under an in- 
dictment, will be tried the early part of 
next week, His case is set for Monday, 
but it will hardly be reached on that day 
as many other cases will be taken up 
first.

Johnson was released from the chaingang 
the day before Bass was killed, and as 
Johnson is said to have made threats 
against the murdered man and was known 
to have been a man of bad character, the 
detectives say they have strong evidence 
against him.

Charles Calhoun, being a common cheat 
and swindler; Ed Hooks, embezzlement:

Gus Thomas, arson, and W. H, Alexander, 
assault with intent to murder.

COMES TO QUICK END 


Tho Mallory Case Withdrawn from the 
United States Court Yesterday. 


A WARM CHARGE AND ANSWER 


Mr. Jack Johnson Makes the Charge 
and Mr. T. Cuyler Smith Makes 
Reply—How It Stands. 


The case of Mallory versus the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad was yesterday with- 
drawn from the United States court. The 
suit was for $10,000 for alleged humiliation 
and injury to the feelings of Miss Kate 8 
Mallory by Mr. Jack Johnson, the -vali- 
dating ticket agent. 

The detials of the case were explained in 


esterday’s Congtitution and when the 
case was called yesterday morning the 
courtroom was filled with parties who were 
curious -to watch the outcome of the un- 
usual suit, 

Miss Mallory was the stenographer of Mr, 
J. A. Filcher, the manager of the Califor- 
nia state exhibit at the exposition last fall, 
She came to Atlanta from New Orleans, 
and when she went to thave her ticket val- 
idated, she charged in her declaration, 
Mr. Jack Johnson humiliated her before a 
room full of people by charging her with 
having forged ther letter of identification. 

When the case was called before Judge 
Newnian the attorrftys for the Louisvilie 
and Nashville, Messrs. Van Epps, Ladson. 
& Leftwich, entered a demurrer, claiming 
that Mr. Jack Johnson was not the repre- 
sentative of the Louisville and Nashville, 
ag the railroad did not belong to the as- 
sociation which employed Mr. Johnson as 
validating agent. He being employed, it 
Was claimed, only by terminal roads, 

Yesterday the argument over this point 
was quite lively. The defendant’s counsel, 
Messrs, Cuyler Smith and Lewis Thomas, 
argued that Mr. Johnson was the euthorized 
representative of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and.that the road was responsible 
for his actions, : 


Mr. Smith Explains. 

Upon the charge made that Mr. Cuyler 
Smith forged the name of a man named 
Yost, the following explanation ig made: 

In regard to the charge alleged to have 
been made by Mr. Jack W. Johnson in 
last ¢evening’s Journal that I forged the 
name of a man named Yost to a ticket 
last fall is unqualifiedly false. The facts 
are these. In September, 1895, a- client 
Came to my office to consult nre in regard 
to some trouble he had had with the 
validating office established here for the 
purpose of validating return tickets sold 
during the exposition. I did not know 
how the office was conducted, and before 
rendering an opinion in this case I decided 
to personally investigate at the earliest 
opportunity the workings of this office, 
and the methods of the conductors of the 
trains in handling tickets which had been 
refused validation. 

On September 23, 1895, I called at the 
Office of Eiseman & Moore, who are ticket 
brokers On North Pryor street, and had 
a talk with Mr. Sam Eiseman. I explain- 
ed to him that I wanted to know how the 
validating office was conducted, and asked 
him to tell me all about it. He said as 
it had been open only a short time, ‘he 
knew very little about it. .He suggested 
that I take a ticket and go there and find 
out for myself. He then gave me a signed 
up ticket, which I could use at the validat- 
ing Office to investigate. I took the ticket 
and went around to the validating office 
for the purpose of inveatigating their 
methods in order that I might give an 
intelligent opinion to mry client. I went 
in ard presented the ticket signed Yost, 
asking that it be validated. One of the 
men in the office took the ticket when I 
came around the railing by him, there be- 
ing a crowd in the office, and looking at 
the signatures said: ‘Is this your ticket? 
My ; ‘It is.’ ‘Is your name 

' said he. I answered: ‘Can’t you 
read?’ He then took the ticket back in 
the office and. looked over it for a few 
moments. He came forward and said that 
I must be further identified as the origin- 
al purchaser of the ticket before he would 
Stamp it. He tossed the ticket to me and 
I moved on with the crowd and went out, 
returning to Mr. Eiseman’s office, where 
I detailed him the result of the visit. Af- 
ter talking with him, I then picked up a 
man on the street, who went back with 
me _to the validating office, and stated 
to Johnson that I was the owner of the 
ticket, and when further questioned by 
Johnson, said that I was Yost. Johnson 
laughed, and said: ‘No, no; you are not 
Yost,’ turning to me, ‘but your name is 
Smith.’ I saw there was no more in- 
formation to be had in that way and then 
I stood around the office and listened to 
others who came to have their tickets 
Stamped, and I have since been there and 
observed the conduct of. the office. 

“After leaving the office, I then bought 
a ticket over the Southern railway and 
got on the train and when the conductor 
came around, I presented the Yost ticket 
and asked if it was good. He said it was 
not and if I did not pay my way he would 
put me off at the next station. I replied 
that I would not pay and he would not 
put me off. He became very ntuch ex- 
cited and repeated his threats. I-then 
laughingly handed him my ticket. He 
looked it over and seemed very much 
chagrined. 

To substantiate my version I submit the 
Statements of Mr. Sam BHEiseman and Mr. 
A. O. Harris, of this city. 

In regard to the case of Miss Mallory 
vs, the Louisville and Nashville railroad: 
It was brought bong after the occurrence 
and had nothing in the world to do with 
my previous investigation of the validat- 
ing office. CUYLER SMITH. 

Me attach corroborating statements: 

In regard to the article in yesterday’s 
Journal, I will. say that I recollect Mr. 
Smith coming into my office in Septenrber, 
1895, and after stating that he had a client 
who had had some trouble with the val- 
idating office asked me for some infornra- 
tion in regard to the methods of the new- 
ly established validating office. Knowing 
Mr. Smith and having a friendly interest 
in him, I suggested to him that he take 
a ticket which I had already signed by 
the original purchaser, but not stamped 
and see for himself how people were 
handled at the office. I gave him the 
ticket and he went away. In a ghort 
time he returned and stated that they had 
refused to stamp the ticket unless he was 
identified. He laughingly said he would 
— up sonre one on the street and go 
ack and see what they would say then. 

e “SAM EISEMAN.” 

I recollect the incident referred to by 
Mr.« Jatk Johnson in yesterday’s 
Jour One day, before the i12th of 
October, 1895, I was in the law offices of 
Thomas & Smith to see Mr. Thomas 
about @ gase and got to talking with Mr. 
Smith about railroad business, and par- 
ticularly the validating office. Mr. Smith 
then told me that he had been there once 
to test them and find out how they treated 
people. He said he had a signed-up ticket 
and that they refused to validate it. I 
asked him if he had signed it, and he said 
no; that it wag signed up by the original 
purchaser and he had got it from a 
broker. I thought of this circumstance 
when Mr. Johnson approached me in the 
United States courtroom, where I was a 
witness in the case of Miss Mallory 
against the Louisville and Nashville raii- 
road, Wednesday, and said something 
about Mr. Smith having been to his office 
with a ticket to get it validated.
